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ANXIOUS DAYS 


THE grave circumstances attending the situation in Europe and 
centring around the Sudeten question in Czechoslovakia have 
dominated political thought during the past week. The anxiety 
which has been felt by all responsible peop’e lest the position 
Should deteriorate in:o a condition which might lead to a 
European conflagration has been experienced in even greater 
degree by Jews throughout. the world. They are only too well 
aware of the unspeakable sufferings which their fellow Jews in 
many countries would endure—unspeakably worse even than the 
\ast mass of Jewish misery in the world to-day—if the last vestiges 
of reason and justice and humanity to be found in the lands of 
Jewish oppression were engulfed in the holocaust of armed 
conflict. By moral conviction, no less than from an intelligent 
understanding derived from centuries of experience that no 
peoples gain by war, the Jew must perforce seek peace and 
ensue it. The unremitting efforts, therefore, of the British 
Government to safeguard as far as lies in their power the peace of 
Europ:, to ward off betimes those developments which can te 
seen to be heading for danger, have been watched by Jews 
throughout the world with profound sympathy and thankfulness. 

[tis an historical commonplace that the ostensible occasions 
for war have seldom been the real causes. In the pres.nt source 
of European anxiety the ostensible trouble arises from a minority 
problem, the position of the Sudeien Germans in Czechoslovakia. 
But, as everyon2 knows, the danzer centre, the real threat to 
European peace, lies on the other side of the Bohemian mountains, 
in the German Reich. Even the most obtuse Nazi must appre- 
ciate the irony of HITLER’S Germany, with its record of rutaless 
Oppression of its Jewish minority, waxing indignant to the point 
of menacing fury over some relatively obscure grievances 
suffered by its co-racials in the Sudeten—grievances, by the 
Way, which the Czech have shown themselves 
ready to seek to remove. Only a consciousness of the 
inconsistency of this sidtade i in a land where the Jew is daily and 
hourly persecuted, tortured and robbed, merely because he belongs 
to the Jewish minority, can expain the wild campaign in the 
German pres; which has exaggerated and invented in the most 
flagrant manner in its efforts to strengthen the case for the German 
minority in Czechoslovakia. 

Indeed, the record of Czechoslovakia as a whole, in its treat- 
ment of minorities, especially when compared with that of most 


neighbouring States, must be pronounced as creditable in the 
highest degree. Equally noble, too, has been its attitude since 
1933 to the many refugees, both Jewish and non-Jewish, who have 
fled to this oasis of liberal enlightenment from the horrors of 
persecution in Nazi Germany. Large numbers of these have 
found a tempcrary haven in that land. When it is remembered 
that in the very Sudeten arca itself it is calculated that there is an 
old-established Jewish population of some fifty thousand souls, it 
will be realised that the outcome of the negotiations, which it is, 
the prayer of all may be brought to a peaceful and just settle- 
ment, cannot but be watched with deep concern by Jewry. Any exten- 
sion of the Nazi system inevitably throws an ever greater refugee 
problem upon the civilised world. The waves of fugitives, fleeing 
for their very lives from Nazi tyranny, are already beating upon 
the neighbouring lands and piling up a ghastly problem. These 
pitiable victims, escaping with only the few rags they stand up in 
are being kept from complete starvation by Jewish charitable 
bodies at a cost estimated at more than a thousand pounds a day. 
And these are but a fraction of the two hundred thousand human 
beings, from Austria alone, whom HITLER truculently proposes to 
dump outside his frontiers. The burden is fast passing beyond the 
economic strength of Jewry to support. And what then? Can 
humanity stand by and watch these people perish before its eyes ? 
Can a single argument be adduced to excuse, let alone to justify, the 
Nazi Reich in creatin, this intolerable problem for other States ? 

When all the superficialities are removed, the occasions and the 
incidents and the questions, it will be found that the basis of the 
peace of Europe rests upon the determination of the several States 
to live as good neighbours. The will to compromise, to under- 
stand, and to ncgotiate, has been strongly evident in the democratic 
States of the world. On the contrary no such essential evidence of 
the will to good neighbourliness has been shown by Nazi Germany. 
To exacerbate the internal problems of another State, however 
strong the brotherly feeling may be for a discontented section in 
that State; to rob thousands of c.tizens and then dump them 
penniless into neighbouring countries—these are the actions of the 
bad neighbour, of what the late M. BRIAND would have called a 
‘bad European.’’ The more examples of this kind of attitude 
which are provided by Germany, and the more oppcetunities 
which they afford to Governments of different temperament to 
demonstrate their cxircme patience to the utmost I mits of reason, 
the more surely wil! the vast majority of mankind line up to 
protect itself against this spirit of truculence and bullying. 

The Nazis are never tired cf cry.ng out against Jews and accus- 
ing them of being responsible for hostility to Germany in. many 
parts of the word. But cannot they see that the spirit of 
tyranny and mercilessness to those who are weak and within 
their power, so vividly demonstratcd by their treatment. of 
Jews, is precisely that which alarmed the 
nations poisoned with suspicion all re‘ations” with 
Hitter’s Reich? The sime power politics which have ruthtessly 
crushed the Jew in Germany are now seen to be turning 
towards a neighbouring State because it is comparatively weak. 
By the very gravity of the situation a unique opportunity ts 
presented for Nazi Germany to begin to dispel with spectacular 
effect the suspicion and alarm which she has created. Let her 
ponder the results of her treatment of the Jews, examine the 
recent results of this same spirit at work in the Sudeten question, 
and realise that the choice lies before her of catastrophe and 
ignominy or honour and security amongst the nations of the 
world. By a retracin: of her steps, however gradual, towards good 
neighbouriiness and a demonstration by her treatment of the 
helpless withia her borders that the moral sense is gaining instead 
of losing its influence in her counsels, Germany could avert disaster 
for herself and a major calamity for civilisation, 


NOTES’ OF THE WEEK 


PALESTINE AND THE BRITISH TAXPAYER 
Tue Council of the League of Nations is due to assemble in Geneva 
this month and to it will be presented the minutes of the last meeting 
of the Mandates Commission, which met in June. Those minutes 
contain a statement from Sir John Shuckburgh, ._Deputy Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies, to the effect that Palestine will be relieved 
of contributing to the cost of maintaining the military forces in that 
country for this year and next. The sum involved during the past 
year, ending March 3ist, 1937, amounted to £1,297,000. Hitherto the 
practice has been for the Palestine Government to pay the excess cost 
of the forces which arises from their being in Palestine. In that way 
the British taxpayer has not been called upon.to pay anything more 
than he would have had to, had the forces remained in England. 
There must be, of course, good reasons which have led the British 
Government to propose a contribution of this kind, But it is difficult 
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to understand why. they should persistently and obstinately refuse 
to adopt a policy which would relieve them, probably entirely, of the 
necessity of expending this amount. It has been repeatedly urged, 
both in political circles and in these columns, that the task of sup- 
pressing the terrorists and bandits is one which the Jews of Palestine 
themselves would willingly undertake. At a fraction of the cost, 
involving a sum which could be borne by Palestine itself, this task 
could have been and could now be effectively discharged by the young 
men of the Yishuv, many of them already well. trained for such duty. 
A well organised Jewish military force, under the guidance of British 
officers would, especially in present circumstances, result in a great 
monetary saving and, if only by reason of the numbers available, 
an enormous increase in efficiency. But if the Government persists 
in refusing to allow Jews to do the job themselves there can be little 
force in the gibe, beloved alike of anti-Semites and anti-Zionists, that 
Zionism is a drag on the British taxpayer. It is a telling fact that 
almost without exception wherever the authorities in Palestine have 
. granted larger policing powers to the Jewish supernumerary forces, 
violence has melted away. 


JEWISH EDUCATION’S PROBLEMS 
THE Report on the work of the Central Committee for Jewish Educa- 
tion during the past year has been issued and. contains, as usual, an 
; interesting and valuable survey of Jewish Education in this country by 
the able Director, Mr. Herbert M. Adler. In it, he points out that 
within the last ten years there has been a drop of 900 in the numbers 
of children attending classes which are under their four main organi- 
sations, but he adds the welcome fact to offset this depressing 
Statement, that ““in the last year ‘there has actually been a slight 
’ gain, due entirely to the larger number of girls- in attendance.” 
There is, of course, some comfort to be had from this small increase, 
but it is very far from providing any grounds for complaisance— 
as the general tenour of Mr. Adler's report clearly indicates. 


‘ 


An interesting problem upon which the Director of Jewish Educa- 
hon touches is one closely bound up with the geographical changes 
in the Anglo-Jewish community and their repercussions upon classes 
and schools. As a result, it appears that the trend is all towards the 
Synagogue classes and away from the Jewish non-provided schools 
and the Talmud Torahs. The Jews’ Free School, the Westminster, 
the Borough, and the Bayswater Jewish Schools have all suffered 
reductions in their numbers, while the Talmud Torahs both in London 
and in the great provincial centres have been similarly affected. In the 
past, Jewish schools and Talmud Torahs have been established in 
costly premises in areas where there was a large Jewish population. 
Circumstances have changed, the Jéwish population in these areas 
has declined, and the Jewish educational buildings can no longer 
command the number of Jewish pupils they can accommodate. It 
isa problem which is also noticeable in non-Jewish educational 
£ spheres: though possibly the migratory nature of the Jewish people 
‘ makes the difficulty for Jewish schools more acute. In any Case, as

Mr. Adler points out, it is “a warning to those who light-heartedl) 
urge us to add to the number of our day-schools.” Needless to say 
the warning has reference to the question of geography and _ bricks 
and mortar—not to the general and much argued question of the 
Jewish day-school. 


TRAINING ENGLISH CHALUTZIM 


ELSEWHERE in this issue will be found an account. by a Jewisu 
CHRONICLE. representative, of a visit to the David Eder Training farm 
for Palestine pioneers, at Harrietsham, Kent, in which he is able to 
record the fine progress which is being made in this establishment. 
The purpose of the farm is to train young Jews and Jewesses in 
England for agricultural life in Palestine. In its organisation it is 
run along the lines of a Kibbutz, the form of land settlement which 
is regarded by many, both Jews and non-Jews. as the glory of the new 
Jewish Palestine. Like all things which can lay claim to glory, the 
Kibbutz is as much an expression of the spirit as it is a matter of 
Settlement organisation. And it is therefore of particular importance 
that a visitor should have been able to notice that the wonderful 
spirit which in Palestine raises earth and work to the stars is present 
in the training centre in Kent. 
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Even a casual reading of our representative's description must send 
a thrill of pride through every Jew who peruses it. Here, in microcosm. 
we have the great Zionist ideal working its beneficent purpose upon 
the flesh and blood and spirit of the Jew. Drawn from various and 
very different modes of life, these young trainees at Harrietsham 
have found a new meaning in their world. an ideal involving arduous 
work, patience and sacrifice; but something infinitely worth while, 
which not only justifies the individual to himself. but points to the 
re-adjustment to healthy normality of the whole crazy, anomalous 
position of the Jew in Galut. A reflection of the idealism that lies 
at the root of their training, indeed of their whole life is to be seen 
in the determination of these young people at Harrietsham that 
only the best work and the best results are to be considered as their 
objectives. To help them to reach this Standard a little extra equip- 
ment is necessary—not involving any large cost. There will surely be 


many who would want to give themselves the real pleasure and honour 
of helping our pioneers in this: matter, i

BRAVO Y.L! | 

Ir has often been pointed out that every Jew is, in his associations 
with his non-Jewish fellow-citizens, inevitably placed in the position 
of an ambassador of Jewry. Illogical as it may be, the plain fact 
remains that the undesirable behaviour of any single Jew is attached 
automatically by vast numbers of non-Jews to the whole Jewish people. 
It must therefore follow, to a certain extent, that the opinion of the 
general public must be favourably influenced in its judgment of Jewry 
by examples of good behaviour—in the widest sense of that phrase—on 
the part of the Jews. it meets. If this heavy responsibility lies upon 
individual Jews. it does so much more in the case of Jewish organisa- 
tions in their relationship with those of different faith. Most welcome, 
in view of this, is the letter, reprinted under Club news in this issue, 
from the Headmaster of Kingsmoor School, Glossop, at which place 
the Union of Young Israel Societies held their Summer School this year, 


CONSIDERATION FOR OTHERS 

‘IT sHoULD like to thank you,” writeS’ Mr. Swaine to the President of 
the Union, “ for treating both Miss Clay ” (the House Matron) “ and 
the members of our domestic staff so well,” and he refers to the 
“ pleasantness and generous attitude” of the Young Israelites who 
gathered at Glossop. Now behaviour which elicits a testimony of this 
kind is the very best method of answering the handful of mischief- 
makers who spend their eflorts in seeking to develop Jew-hatred for 
political purposes. It is plain that the message of the Golden Rule— 
thoughtfulness and consideration—-had sunk deep into those young 
Jews and Jewesses at the Y.1. Summer School. That the practice ot 
“doing unto others,” etc., far from involving unhappy repression, ts 
the true path to enjoyment is borne out by another passage in the 
letter where Mr. Swaine records that the young people had a thoroughly 
merry tice. The conduct of Y.1. affords a proud example which merits 
the vest consideration. Doubtless the same admirable spirit has 
shown itself amongst other organisations. That its influence should 
be ever more strongly felt, both upon individual Jews and upon Jewish 
associations and gatherings, must be the ardent determination of all 
genuine well-wishers of the Community. For this shining example 
thanks, and bravo, Y.L.! 


“ALIENS AT OLD STREET” 


Mr. Metcalfe’s Frank Reply 


From Mr. HERBERT METCALFE 
(Magistrate, Old Street Police Court) 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—My attention has been drawn to your editorial comments 
upon certain observations that I saw fit to make with reference to the 
aliens question at my Court some days ago. I am anxtous not to lend 
myself to any controversy, but I think it is only right and fair that I 
should point out that | have not the slightest animosity towards those 
who are of the Jewish race and faith. I have been at this Court for 
many years, as you probably know, and | have always held the scales 
evenly as between Jew and Gentile. 1 think this will be borne out by 
our Jewish Probation Officers attached to this Court. I have nothing 
whatever to do with the so-called Nazi movement, nor have I the 
slightest sympathy with anyone associated with tt. 

So far as foreign Jews are concerned, | see ro reason at all wh) 
with proper safeguards and in reasonable numbers, they should not be 
admitted to these shores. My remarks were directed against aliens, not 
necessarily Jewish aliens, who, many of them with criminal records 
come into this country under cover of darkness. You will agree with 
me that many of these adopt a life of crime, otherwise in many Cases 
they ,become chargeable to the rates. You will understand that the 
immigration laws are now being sturdily enforced. Whether that ts 
right or wrong is not the matter for me. I have an open mind, I trust 
| have no prejudices, it is merely my duty to administer the law as }! 
Stands. 

In the case Of the three aliens who went to prison for six months 
each, it was urged upon me by the authorities in open Court that the) 
should be adequately punished. There has been some adverse criticis™ 
of the sentence I passed upon the woman: let me say this at once: tha! 
sentence was passed after careful consideration and after consultation 
with our Jewish welfare officers. It was felt that unless the woman 
was dealt with as I did deal with her, she would have resorted to an 
unpleasant way of obtaining a living. I felt that at Holloway she 
would, in regard to her condition, be in good hands. Any question ot 
hard labour is, of course, absurd. She will receive adequate pre-nata' 
treatment, and her confinement, if she is confined in prison, will take 
place under the best conditions. aay 

I think it right to address myself to you as the editor of the principal 
Jewish organ. I do not propose making any further comments, eithe! 
directly or indirectly,

Dr. JOHN LEVY (New York) 


A Correspondent writes: 


The brilliant medical career of Dr. John Levy, of New York, whose 
death at the early age of forty-one occurred recently at the Beth Israel 
Hospital, Boston, is yet another instance of great things being accomplished 
by one who had received his elementary education in a London (Spitalfields) 
school. His. parents emigrated to Canada when he was about ten, and 
at Montreal he won many scholarships, ultimately graduating with honours 
in 1919 at McGill University. From the outset he devoted himself to 
the study of mental diseases, particularly in the field of psychiatry, 
and he held successive posts at the Montreal General Hospital, Manhattan 
State Hospital, and in the mental hygiene department of Bellevue Hospital, 
New York. He was the author of innumerable treatises, including some 
on child-guidance which are now standard works. Dr. Levy was physician 
for child-guidance to a large number of institutions and a prominent 
member of the American Association for Research into Mental Diseases. 
At the time of his ceath, he held a very high place in the American 
medical world, being Assoctate Clinical Professor of Psychiatry at the 
Collége of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia University, New York, 
and head of the Child Guidance Clinic at the Vanderbilt Medical Centre. 
His mother, Mrs. Esther Levy (his father died many years ago), and her 
daughter. Mrs. Ethel Fleisig, have many relatives and friends in London who 
join in regretting the passing of one whose career exemplified the climbing 
of life’s ladder from humble beginnings, aided by untiring parental devotion, 


Rassi MENDEL WULWIRK (Prague) 

A Correspondent writes 

The death occurred at the Cardiff Royal Infirmary last Sunday, in tragic 
circumstances, of Rabbi Mendel Wulwik, of Prague. The deceased (with 
his wife, younger son and daughter) had come on a visit to England to 
officiate at the marriage of his elder son, the Rev. G. Wulwik, of Middles- 
brough, with Miss Sybil Snadow, daughter of the Rev. A. Snadow, of 
Newport (Mon.). Last Sabbath morning Rabbi Wulwik conducted the 
service at Middlesbrough. On Tuesday, on his way to Newport, he began 
to feel the effects of his long and anxious journey across the C ontinent, and 
shortly after his arrival at Newport he had to be removed to the Royal 
Infirmary at Cardiff, where after an illness of three days he passed away. 
Rabbi Wulwik was born in Dembitz, Poland, fifty-three years ago. He 
studied at the Tarnoff Yeshiva for eight years, and obtained Semicha. He 
studied music under famous masters, and was responsible for several 
synagogal compositions, At the age of twenty he was appointed Chazan 
at Jabocrici, Czechoslovakia, and after holding similar positions in other 
towns in that country, he became Obercantor at the Klaus Orthodox Con- 
gregation thirteen years ago. The deceased leaves a widow, two sons and 
two daughters. 

At the funeral at the Newport Cemetery: on Monday, the Rev. A. Snadow 
officiated, and Mr. A. Hyams delivered an address. 


THe Late Mr. S. W. JACOBS 


Mr. M. Gordon LiverMaAn. J.P.. writes: 


The news of the death of Mr. S. W. Jacobs, M.P., of Montreal, recalls 
an interesting meeting which | had with him in Canada in 1935. I was 
visiting the Parliament building in Ottawa, and Mr. Jacobs, who received 
me most cordially, expressed his interest in Anglo-Jewish affairs, inquiring 
very warmly after many communal leaders with whom he had had 
personal acquaintance. He questioned me very closely as to our arrange- 
ments for Jewish defence in this country. He was a very charming 
personality, and wherever I: went in Canada, both within the Community 
and outside it, I had evidence of his great popularity and the very high 
esteem in which he was held. With his great friend and colleague in 
communal affairs, the late Mr. Lyon Cohen, he had built up a high status 


for Canadian Jewry, and his name will always be honoured throughout the 
Dominion. 


THe Late Mr. A. Z. IDELSOHN 
THE Rev. D. J. SELIGSON writes: . 


With the death of Abraham Zewi Idelsohn, there has passed one of 
the greatest modern authorit::s on Jewish music. Throughout his life- 
time, and in his work as Professor of Jewish Music at the Hebrew Union 
College in Cincinnati, Idelsohn succeeded in proving the existence of a 
traditional Jewish music, which dated back to the Cantillation Modes. In 
opposition to those authorities who claimed that there was no genuine 
Jewish music, and that the music of the Synagogue was an importation 
from non-Jewish sources, Idelsohn insisted on the historic continuity of 
Jewish music as an expression of the “ Nishmas Yisroel.” In order to 
prove this contention, Idelsohn spent many years recording the religious 
music of the Jewish Communities throughout the world. His magnum opus, 
“ Thesaurus of Jewish Music,” is an authentic and colourful description of 
the essential unity that pervades all Synagogue music. He was the first 
to bring to life the religious music of the Jews of Bokhara, Kurdistan, and 
many of the most obscure Communities of Asia. For popular appeal, 
his single volume on Jewish music cannot be bettered. In addition to this 
specialised activity, Idelsohn was a frequent contributor to the Hebrew 
Press of the world. The “Hadoar,” “Haolam,’ and many scientific 
Hebrew periodicals have published his illuminating views on many problems 
of contemporary Jewish life. To those of us who knew him as his students, 
he will always be remembered as a lovable personality, a real “ Ish Horuach,” 
symbolic of the best traditions of our people. 


Mr. Davin SoLoMon, who died recently in his eighty-second year, held 
office many years ago in the South Manchester Hebrew Congregation, 


Sidney Street, The deceased, who left a widow and five sons, was a generous 
contributor to local charities. 


Dr. Emit Hirscu, formerly director of the world-famous Hirsch metal 
works, of Berlin, died in exile in Amsterdam at the age of sixty-four. 
He was one of the leaders of the Agudas Yisroel in Germany, and 
participated in social work. 

Mr. ABRAHAM CHERNIAVSKY, composer and former conductor of the 
Royal Opera House in Moscow, has died at Los Angeles, at the age of 
eighty-two. Three of his sons, Leo, Jan, and Mischel, are known as the 
Cherniavsky Trio. 


Mr. BERNARD Hausner, the former Polish Consul in Tel-Aviv, has died 
there at the age of sixty-four.

THE REFUGEES 
WHOLESALE DUMPING OF JEWS 


Growing Alarm Around Germany’s Frontiers 


RELIEF BODIES’ INTOLERABLE BURDENS 


“ Pressure against minority groups and disregard of elementary 
rights are contrary to the principle of what we have come to under- 
stand as the accepted standards of civilisation. We have heard from 
time to time of the disruptive consequences of the dumping of 
merchandise upon the world’s economy. Now, what proves disturbing 
is the forced and chaotic dumping of unfortunate people in large 
numbers. Racial and religious problems are in consequence rendered 
more acute in all parts of the world, economic retaliation against 
the countries which are responsible for this condition is encouraged. 
the sentiment of international discord and suspicion is heiehtened, and 
fear, which is an important obstacle to general appeasement between 
nations, is accentuated.’—-Mr, Myron Taylor at Evian. 


The persistent “ dumping ~ of German Jews across the frontiers of 
the countries bordering on Germany is causing increasingly great 
concern. 

Hardly a day passes without an average of fifty Jews being forced 
to swim rivers, Climb mountains, crawl through thickets and across 
marshes to evade detection in passing the frontiers of Switzerland, 
Holland, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, and Luxembourg. They arrive 
penniless, stripped of everything, their clothing in rags, to face 
immediate deportation to the Reich unless the local Jewish Com- 
munities guarantee their temporary maintenance and emigration. 

These refugees now total about 10,000, and their sheltering and 
feeding cost the American Joint Distribution Committee about £1,000 
daily. Their emigration overseas would cost approximately £300,000. 

In Switzerland, following last week's flying visit by Lord Duncannon, 
the authorities are said to have issued 1,000 temporary permits to 
refugees pending their emigration to other countries. There are at 
present 2,000 refugees in the country. Lord Duncannon is reported 
by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency to have asked the Swiss Govern- 
ment to agree, in accordance with the League Refugees Convention 
of last February, that the refugees should not be sent back. American 
Jewish organisations have undertaken, says the J.7.A.. to provide the 
necessary guarantees tor 100 refugees, enabling them to emigrate 
to the United States: and the American Consulate has assigned the 
visas which will be drawn on the Austro-German immigration quota 
and will be issued as soon as quota requirements allow. Expenses in 
connection with the settlement of the refugees will be borne by the 
Jewish relief organisations. In order to prevent more refugees from 
reaching the Swiss frontier, Swiss officials have been boarding trains 
in Austria many miles from the frontier. 


Internment Camps Suggested 


The Basle NATIONAL-ZEITUNG strongly criticises the Swiss Govern- 
ment for its decision to send back to Germany refugees arriving by air 
alter the State air lines have sold them tickets. “This,” the paper 
points out, “is not the same thing as when refugees without papers 
are Sent back at the frontier. Transporting them in a Swiss air liner 
implies a certain obligation towards them. If this is not desired, then 
money should not be squeezed out of them and they should not be 
sold tickets.” The paper eloquently pleads that Switzerland should 
remain the “island of humanity which it has been for centuries.” 
Elsewhere, the paper urges that refugees now in Switzerland should 
be interned in camps until their emigration ts possible. Lord Dun- 
cannon is also reported to have made a similar suggestion. Meanwhile, 
thanks to the initiative of the Basle authorities and the Basle Jewish 
Relief Organisation, it has been found possible to transfer a number of 
the refugees to the Jura mountains, where they are being taught 
agriculture. 


Luxembourg has completely closed its frontiers to refugees from 


Germany, and for the time being not even transit is permitted. Refugees 
arciving at the frontiers are being sent back. Although, officially, 
Luxembourg’s gates were closed to refugees some time ago, in recent 
weeks the authorities have permiticd about 200 refugees to take 
temporary shelter after the Jewish organisation, “ Esra," had assumed 
responsibility for their maintenance until their emigration. 

The authorities of the little Principality of Liechtenstein have ordered 
out over thirty Jewish refugees from Austria who took refuge there 
after the Anschluss. The authorities declared that owing to. political 
circumstances they were unable to allow the refugees to remain. 


Local Funds Exhausted 


Delegations representing the Jewish Communities of Switzerland, 
Belgium, Holland, Luxembourg, and Czechoslovakia conferred over 
the week-end with Dr. Bernhard Kahn, European Director of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, before his departure for the United 
States. They emphasised that local funds for the maintenance ol 
refugees were completely exhausted and that henceforth the respon- 
sibility for preventing the deportation of refugees to Germany must be 
carried by the central Jewish organisations which have the support ot 
American and British Jewry. 

The Federation of Swiss Jewish Communities has addressed an 
appeal to the Council for German Jewry in London, in which, while 
emphasising that the Swiss authorities display a humane understanding 
of the situation, they point out that unless the refugees now in Switzer- 
land gradually emigrate, their position will become “ disastrous.’ 


The appeal declares that the Federation has thus far expended a million 


Swiss francs of its own capital in helping the unfortunates. 


MR. RUBLEE AND BERLIN 
Little Likelihood of an Early Visit 


REFUGEES COMMITTEE MARKS TIME 


_Mr. Myron C. Taylor, the American Vice-Chairman of the Inter- 
Governmental Refugees Bureau, Mr. George Rublee, the Director 
and Mr. Robert Pell, the Assistant Director, this week visited Paris to 
confer with Senator Henri Bérenger, the French Vice-Chairman, on the 
refugee situation. Also present were Mr. Hugh Wilson, the US. 
Ambassador to Berlin; and Messrs. Kennedy and Bullitt, his London 
and Paris colleagues. 

It is believed, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, that in view of 
the present international situation, there is little likelihood of Mr. 
Rublee’s visiting Berlin in the near future to conduct negotiations 


_ with the Reich authorities for an agreement permitting Jewish refugees 


to take out part of their capital. Sir Nevile Henderson, the British 
Ambassador to Germany, has already had discussions on this subject 
with the German Foreign Office. 

The German emigrant bulletin DeutscHe MITTEILUNGEN, of Paris, 
reports trom London that the Bureau has given up for the time being 
the intention of delegating Mr. Taylor and Mr. Ruvice to Germany 
as the result of an intimation by the Nazis to the British Government 
that they refused to discuss the question after Mr. Roosevelt's recent 
speech and the anti-German campaign launched by the Hearst Press. 
Opinion is, says the paper, divided as to whether this alleged reason 
was intended to serve as'a means of blackmailing the American 
Government or as an excuse to decline unpalatable negotiations. 

Our Diplomatic Correspondent writes: Mr. Wilson, who had been 
taking soundings in Berlin about the possibilities of an early contact 


between Mr. Taylor and Berlin officials, had unfortunately to report 
at the Paris meeting that, owing to the European crisis, Mr. Rublee 
would have to delay his proposed visit to Germany. On Wednesday, 


members of the Bureau, including Lord Winterton, Mr. Taylor, Senator 
Beéerenger, and Heer W. Beucker Andreae, met in London to review 


the whole situation. They considered in particular the outlets already 
available and. the means of increasing therr number. The outlook, 
however, was admitted to be far from promising. Without any desire 


to crab the activitics of the Refugees Committee, it must, nevertheless, 
be said that tt seems to realise neither the magnitude nor especially the 
urgency of the problem with which it has to cope: or perhaps it would 
be fairer to say that the Governments represented on the Committee 
show no signs of appreciating otherwise than academically either of 
these aspects from the practical standpomt. Indeed, the Committee 
seems almost destined, like so many other imternational organisations, 
not excluding those set up in Geneva, to an ornate sterility, unless it 
be given far wider scope and far more vigorous support. by the 
Governments 


ALIENS SCARE EXPLODED 
Official British Returns Reveal Facts 


The official returns of alien passengers entering and leaving Great 
Britain for the three months ended June 30th show that the aliens 
scare spread about recently is entirely without foundation. 

Aliens from Austria entering during the past three months totalled 
3,365—and 3.225 left Great Britain during the same period, leaving 
a balance of 140. The figures for Germans were 19,625 landed and 
17.941 embarked, leaving a balance of 1,684. For Stateless aliens, the 
figures were |,S92 landed, 1,365 embarked, leaving 227. 

Figures for the past six months are: Austrians, 7,214 landed and 
$657 embarked. balance 1,557; Germans, 35,520 landed and 31,691 
embarked, balance 3,829; Stateless, 2,819 handed and 2,428 embarked, 
balance 391. 


It is also noteworthy that the balances of Germans and Austrians 


remaining in England for the three months up to June 30th were less 
than for the preceding three months, despite the events in Austria. Foe 
Austrians, it was 140, compared with 1,417; and for Germans 1,684, 
compared with 2,145. 


Aliens granted certificates of naturalisation by the Home Office 
during 1937 totalled 1,804, states the annual return published last 
week. The chief countries of origin were: Italy 145, Germany 137, 
and Russia 123. 


OVERHEARD ON THE AUSTRIAN FRONTIER 


The Basle NATIONAL-ZEITUNG reports the following dialogue between 
a uniformed German official and an elderly Jew on the Austrian- 
Lichtenstein frontier. The conversation was overheard and reported 
by a party of Swiss hikers. 

“I beg you to let me stay in Austria, | 
was born here and my son died in the War.. I cant go into exile 
in my old age without any means, can I? Don't you understand? 
Aren't you also a human being?” 

The answer was: “Silence! I am a German!” 


AND NOW, REFUGEES FROM ITALY 
Austrian Jews Deported 


The first Jewish refugees from Italy have arrived in Switzerland 
during the last few days. They are Austrian Jews who escaped to 
Italy after the Anschluss and who have now been deported by the 
Italian authorities. A group of over twenty persons arrived in 
Geneva and, with the help of the Jewish Community and the Refugee 
Committee, secured permission for temporary stay in the city. Efforts 
are being made to secure visas permitting the refugees to enter Latin 
America.

Dr. JOHN LEVY (New York) 


A Correspondent writes: 


The brilliant medical career of Dr. John Levy, of New York, whose 
death at the early age of forty-one occurred recently at the Beth Israel 
Hospital, Boston, is yet another instance of great things being accomplished 
by one who had received his elementary education in a London (Spitalfields) 
school. His parents emigrated to Canada when he was about ten, and 
at Montreal he won many scholarships, ultimately graduating with honours 
in 1919 at McGill University. From the outset he devoted himself to 
the study of mental diseases, particularly in the field of psychiatry, 
and he held successive posts at the Montreal General Hospital, Manhattan 
State Hospital, and in the mental hygiene department of Bellevue Hospital, 
New York. He was the author of innumerable treatises, including some 
on child-guidance which are now standard works. Dr. Levy was physician 
for child-guidance to a large number of institutions and a prominent 
member of the American Association for Research into Mental Diseases. 
At the time of his ceath, he held a very high place in the American 
medical world, being Associate Clinical Professor of Psychiatry at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia University, New York, 
and head of the Child Guidance Clinic at the Vanderbilt Medical Centre. 
His mother, Mrs. Esther Leyy (his father died many years ago), and her 
daughter, Mrs. Ethel Fleisig, have many relatives and friends in London who 
join in regretting the passing of one whose career exemplified the climbing 
of life’s ladder from humble beginnings, aided by untiring parental devotion, 


MENDEL WULWIK (Prague) 

A Correspondent writes: 

The death occurred at the Cardiff Royal Infirmary last Sunday, in tragic 
circumstances, of Rabbi Mende! Wulwik, of Prague. The deceased (with 
his wife, younger son and daughter) had come on a visit to England to 
officiate at the marriage of his elder son, the Rev. G. Wulwik, of Middles- 
brough, with Miss Sybil Snadow, daughter of the Rev. A. Snadow, of 
Newport (Mon.). Last Sabbath morning Rabbi Wulwik conducted the 
service at Middlesbrough. On Tuesday, on his way to Newport, he began 
to feel the effects of his jong and anxious journey across the Continent, and 
shortly after his arrival at Newport he had to be removed to the Royal 
Infirmary at Cardiff, where after an illness of three days he passed away. 
Rabbi Wulwik was born in Dembitz, Poland, fifty-three years ago. He 
studied at the Tarnoff Yeshiva for eight years, and obtained Semicha. He 
studied music under famous masters, and was responsible for several 
synagogal compositions, At the age of twenty he was appointed Chazan 
at Jabocrici, Czechoslovakia, and after holding similar positions in other 
towns in that country, he became Obercantor at the Klaus Orthodox Con- 
gregation thirteen years ago. The deceased leaves a widow, two sons and 
two daughters. 

At the funeral at the Newport Cemetery on Monday, the Rev. A. Snadow 
officiated, and Mr. A. Hyams delivered an address. 


THe Lare Mr. S. W. JACOBS 


Mr. M. Gorpon LiverMan, J.P.. writes: 


The news of the death of Mr. S. W. Jacobs, M.P., of Montreal, recalls 
an interesting meeting which I had with him in Canada in 1935. I was 
visiting the Parliament building in Ottawa, and Mr. Jacobs, who received 
me most cordially, expressed his interest in Anglo-Jewish affairs; inquiring 
very warmly after many communal leaders with whom he had had 
personal acquaintance. He questioned me very closely as to our arrange- 
ments for Jewish defence in this country. He was a very charming 
personality, and wherever I went in Canada, both within the Community 
and outside it, I had evidence of his great popularity and the very high 
esteem in which he was held. With his great friend and colleague in 
communal affairs, the late Mr. Lyon Cohen, he had built up a high status 


for Canadian Jewry, and his name will always be honoured throughout the 
Dominion. 


THe Late Mr. A. Z. IDELSOHN 


THe Rev. D. J. SELIGSON writes: 


With the death of Abraham Zewi Idelsohn, there has passed one of 
the greatest modern authorit::s on Jewish music. Throughout his life- 
time, and in his work as Professor of Jewish Music at the Hebrew Union 
College in Cincinnati, Idelsohn succeeded in proving the existence of a 
traditional Jewish music, which dated back to the Cantillation Modes. In 
opposition to those authorities who claimed that there was no genuine 
Jewish music, and that the music of the Synagogue was an importation 
from non-Jewish sources, Idelsohn insisted on the historic continuity of 
Jewish music as an expression of the “ Nishmas Yisroel.” In order to 
prove this contention, Idelsohn spent many years recording the religious 
music of the Jewish Communities throughout the world. His magnum opus, 
“ Thesaurus of Jewish Music,” is an authentic and colourful description of 
the essential unity that pervades all Synagogue music. He was the first 
to bring to life the religious music of the Jews of Bokhara, Kurdistan, and 
many. of the most obscure Communities of Asia. For popular appeal, 
his single volume on Jewish music cannot be bettered. In addition to this 
specialised activity, Idelsohn was a frequent contributor to the Hebrew 
Press of the world. The “Hadoar,” “Haolam,’ and many scientific 
Hebrew periodicals have published his illuminating views on many problems 
of contemporary Jewish life. To those of us who knew him as his students, 
he will always be remembered as a lovable personality, a real “ Ish Horuach,” 
symbolic of the best traditions of out people. 


Mr. Davip SoLomon, who died recently in his eighty-second year, held 
office many years ago in the South Manchester Hebrew Congregation, 


Sidney Street. The deceased, who left a widow and five sons, was a generous 
contributor to local charities. 


Dr. Emit Hirscu, formerly director of the world-famous Hirsch metal 
works, of Berlin, died in exile in Amsterdam at the age of sixty-four. 
He. was one of the leaders of the Agudas Yisroel in Germany, and 
participated in social work. 

Mr. ABRAHAM CHERNIAVSKY, composer and former conductor of the 
Royal Opera House in Moscow, has died at Los Angeles, at the age of 
eighty-two. Three of his sons, Leo, Jan, and Mischel, are known as the 
Cherniavsky Trio. 


Mr. BERNARD Hausner, the former Polish Consul in Tel-Aviv, has died 
there at the age of sixty-four.

WHOLESALE DUMPING OF JEWS 


Growing Alarm Around Germany’s Frontiers 


RELIEF BODIES’ INTOLERABLE BURDENS 


“ Pressure against minority eroups and disregard of elementary 
rights are contrary to the prin iple of what we have come to under- 
stand as the accepted standards.of civilisation. We have heard from 
time to time of the disruptive consequences of the dumping of 
merchandise upon the world’s economy. Now, what proves disturbing 
is the forced and chaotic dumping of unfortunate people in large 
numbers. Racial and religious problems are in consequence rendered 
more acute in all parts of the world, economic retaliation against 
the countries which are responsible for this condition is encouraged. 
the sentiment of international discord and suspicion is heightened, and 
fear, which is an important obstacle to general appeasement between 
nations, is accentuated.’—-Mr. Myron Taylor at Evian. 


The persistent “ dumping “ of German Jews across the frontiers of 
the countries bordering on Germany is causing increasingly great 
concern. 

Hardly a day passes without an average of fifty Jews being forced 
to swim rivers, climb mountains, crawl through thickets and across 
marshes to evade detection in passing the frontiers of Switzerland, 
Holland, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, and Luxembourg. They arrive 
penniless, stripped of everything. their clothing in rags, to face 
immediate deportation to the Reich unless the local Jewish Com- 
munities guarantee their temporary maintenance and emigration. 

These refugees now total about 10,000, and their sheltering and 
feeding cost the American Joint Distribution Committee about £1,000 
daily. Their emigration overseas would cost approximately £300,000. 

In Switzerland, following last week's flying visit by Lord Duncannon, 
the authorities are said to have issued 1,000 temporary permits to 
refugees pending their emigration to other countries. There are at 
present 2,000 refugees in the country. Lord Duncannon is reported 
by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency to have asked the Swiss Govern- 
ment to agree, in accordance with the League Refugees Convention 
of last February, that the refugees should not be sent back. American 
Jewish organisations have undertaken, says the J.7.A.. to provide the 
necessary guarantees for 100 refugees, enabling them to emigrate 
to the United States; and the American Consulate has assigned the 
visas which will be drawn on the Austro-German immigration quota 
and will be issued as soon as quota requirements allow. Expenses in 
connection with the settlement of the refugees will be borne by the 
Jewish relief organisations. In order to prevent more refugees from 
reaching the Swiss frontier, Swiss ollicials have been boarding trains 
in Austria many miles from the frontier. 


Internment Camps Suggested 


The Basle NaTIONAL-ZEITUNG strongly criticises the Swiss Govern- 
ment tor its decision to send back to Germany refugees arriving by air 
atter the State-air lines have sold them tickets. “ This,” the paper 
points out, “is not the same thing as when refugees without papers 
are sent back at the frontier. Transporting them in a Swiss air liner 
implies a certain obligation towards them. If this is not desired, then 
money should not be squeezed out of them and they should not be 
sold tickets.” The paper eloquently pleads that Switzerland should 
remain the “island of humanity which it has been for centuries.” 
Elsewhere, the paper urges that refugees now in Switzerland should 
be interned in camps.antil their emigration is possible. Lord Dun- 
cannon is also reported to have made a similar suggestion. Meanwhile, 
thanks to the initiative of the Basle authorities and the Basle Jewish 
Relief Organisation, it has been found possible to transfer a number of 
the refugees to the Jura mountains, where they are being taught 
agriculture, 


Luxembourg has completely closed its frontiers to refugees from 
Germany, and for the time being not even transit is permitted. Refugees — 


arciving at the frontiers are being sent back. Abhough, officially, 
Luxembourg’s gates were closed to refugees some time ago, in recent 
weeks the authorities have permitied about 200 refugees to take 
temporary shelter after the Jewish organisation, “ Esra,’ had assumed 
responsibility for their maintenance until their emigration. 

The authorities of the little Principality of Liechtenstein have ordered 
Out Over thirty Jewish refugees from Austria who took refuge there 
alter the Anschluss. The authorities declared that owing to ‘political 
circumstances they were unable to allow the refugees to remain. 


Local Funds Exhausted 


Delegations representing the Jewish Communities of Switzerland, 
Belgium, Holland. Luxembourg, and Czechoslovakia conferred over 
the week-end with Dr. Bernhard Kahn. European Director of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, before his departure for the United 
States. They emphasised that local funds for the maintenance of 
refugees were completely exhausted and that henceforth the respon- 
sibility for preventing the deportation of refugees to Germany must be 
carried by the central Jewish organisations which have the support ot 
American and British Jewry. 

The Federation of Swiss Jewish Communities has addressed an 
appeal to the Council for German Jewry in London, in which, while 
emphasising that the Swiss authorities display a humane understanding 
of the situation, they point out that unless the refugees now in Switzer- 
and gradually emigrate, their position will become ~ disastrous.” 
The appeal declares that the Federation has thus far expended a million 
Swiss francs of its own capital in helping the unfortunates.

MR. RUBLEE AND BERLIN 
Little Likelihood of an Early Visit 


REFUGEES COMMITTEE MARKS TIME 


: Mr. Myron C. Taylor, the American Vice-Chairman of the Inter- 
Governmental Refugees Bureau, Mr. George Rublee, the Director 
and Mr. Robert Pell, the Assistant Director, this week visited Paris to 
confer with Senator Henri Bérenger, the French Vice-Chairman, on the 
refugee situation. Also present were Mr. Hugh Wilson, the US. 
Ambassador to Berlin; and Messrs. Kennedy and Bullitt, his London 
and Paris colleagues. 3 

It is believed, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, that in view of 
the present international situation, there is little likelihood of Mr. 
Rublee’s visiting Berlin in the near future to conduct negotiations 
with the Reich authorities for an agreement permitting Jewish refugees 
to take out part of their capital. Sir Nevile Henderson, the British 
Ambassador to Germany, has already had discussions on this subject 
with the German Foreign Office. 

The German emigrant bulletin Deutscue MrITretLuNGEN, of Paris, 
reports Irom London that the Bureau has given up for the time being 
the intention of delegating Mr. Taylor and Mr. Rupice to Germany 
as the result of an intimation by the Nazis to the British Government 
that they refused to discuss the question after Mr. Roosevelt's recent 
Speech and the anti-German campaign launched by the Hearst Press. 
Opinion is, says the paper, divided as to whether this alleged reason 
was intended to serve as a means of blackmailing the American 
Government or. as an excuse to decline unpalatable negotiations. 

Our Diplomatic Correspondent writes: Mr. Wilson, who had been 
taking soundings tn Berlin about the possibilities of an early contact 
between Mr. Taylor and Berlin officials, had unfortunately to report 
at the Paris meeting that, owing to the European crisis, Mr. Rublee 
would have to delay hts proposed visit to Germany. On Wednesday, 
members of the Bureau, including Lord Winterton, Mr. Taylor, Senator 
Bérenger, and Heer W..Beucker Andreae, met in. London to review 
the whole situation. They considered in particular the outlets already 
available and the means of increasing their number. The outlook, 
however, was admitted to be far trom promising. Without any desire 
to crab the activities of the Refugees Committee, 1 must, nevertheless, 
be said that il seems to realise neither the magnitude nor especially the 
blem with which it has to cope: or perhaps it would 
be fairer to say that the Governments represented on the Committee 
show no signs o!f appreciating otherwise than academically either of 
these aspects trom the practical standpoint. Indeed, the Committee 
seems almost destined, like so many other international organtsations, 
not excluding those set up in Geneva, to an ornate sterility, unless it 
be given far wider scope and far more vigorous support by the 
Governments 


ALIENS SCARE EXPLODED 
Official British Returns Reveal Facts 


The official returns of alien passengers entering and leaving Great 
Britain for the three months ended June 30th show that the aliens 
scare spread about recently is entirely without foundation. 

Aliens from Austria entering during the past three months totalled 
3,.365—and 3.225 left Great Britain during the same period, leaving 
a balance of 140. The figures for Germans were 19,625 landed and 
17.941 embarked, leaving a balance of 1,684. For Stateless aliens, the 
figures were 1.592 landed, 1,365 embarked, leaving 227. | 

Figures for the past. six months are: Austrians, 7,214 landed and 
5.657 embarked. balance 1,557: Germans, 35,520 landed and 31,691 
embarked. balance 3,829; Stateless, 2.819 landed and 2,428 embarked, 
balance 391. 


It is also noteworthy that the balances of Germans and Austrians 


remaining in England for the three months up'to June 30th were less 
than for the preceding three months, despite the events in Austria. For 
Austrians. it was 140, compared with 1,417; and for Germans 1,684, 
compared with 2,145. 


Aliens granted certificates of naturalisation by the Home Office 
during 1937 totalled 1,804, states the annual return published last 
week. The chief countries of origin were: Italy 145, Germany 137, 
and Russia 123.

ALBANIA MAY ADMIT REFUGEES 


Jewish refugees from South-Eastern Europe, as well as from 
Germany and Austria, may, in the near future, be admitted to citizen- 
ship of Europe's smallest kingdom, Albania, reports Northern News 
Service. Negotiations have been carried on to this end by Yugoslav 
Jews, representatives of whom have been in Tirana conferring with 
the Albanian Ministry of the Interior. 

A certain quota of Austrian Jews may be admitted to Albanian 
citizenship. A number of these refugees propose to settle permanently 
in Albania, where commerce is so far but little developed. 


The Reich Commissioner for Austria, Joseph Buerckel, has created an 
organisation in Vienna which is to ceal exclusively. with Jewish emigration. 
The Nazis state that forty thousand Jews have emigrated from Vienna since 
March. 

The Argentine Government last week suspended temporarily the granting 
of permits to land, cancelled permits already given except for persons 
actually on their wavy. and closed. the Immigration Office. It ts officially 
stated that no apnlications to land will be accepted until October Ist. when 
new regulations for the contro! and selection of immigrants already 
announced will take effect. Thenceforward. foreign tourists will be given 
tourist certificates valid for a maximum of three months, and renewable. 


President Vargas. of Brazil, has issued a decree prohibiting the estab- 
lishment of communitiés of one nationality, fixing the annual quota of 
immigrants at two per cent. of the total number of immigrants of the same 
nationality during the last fifty \vears, and estab‘ishing an immigration 
council. 

The arnaual convention of the Dominion of Canada Association of 
Chartered Accountants. last week ureed a planned and well-financed 
immigration policy which would cevelop Canada and relieve unemployment.

SHORTER SERVICES 


In reply to Mr. J. A. Friedlander’s recent letter, if he will compare 
an Orthodox Prayer Book of say fifty years ago with a modern edition, 
he will see exactly to what I refer in the way of shortening the Syna- 
gogue Service. I am not concerned with the Liberal Jews, who 
have their own Minhag. The early English Reformers were men 
of Orthodox origin, and if one compares their earlier Prayer Books, 
even as late as the Fifth edition of 1898, it will be seen that more than 
three-quarters of its contents are quite Traditional. In the introduction 
to the First Edition of 1841 they base their reductions on these 
principles : | 
“*  . . that the Service should bz confined within such a period of time as to 
afford ground for the expectation that, from the beginning to the end it may be 
able to command the constant, unwearied and devout attention of the congrega- 
tion,’ “‘ we have, in order to reduce the forms of service to the length required, 
avoided those frequent repetitions of some of the finest prayers which seemed to 
us to weaken their effect.” ‘Two indispensable requisites of a petition with 
which man may approach his God, are, first, that the prayer should be perfectly 
intelligible . . . and that the sentiments 1t expresses should be pure and elevating. 
In our collection we have retained only those portions of the common ritual in 
which these essentials are to be found.” 

There is a shorter form of Service used in the Orthodox Synagogue in 
Paris. Cannot we learn something from our Continental coreligionists

FINANCING REFUGEES 


! read your note appended to my communication under “ Points 
from Letters” last week. I am sorry you did not understand the 
meaning of my suggestion. It 1s as follows: If a Jew leaves Germany 
or Austria, and his assets in either country are, say, £1,000—he should 
be allowed to take out of the country 25 per cent., which means 
£250.—-either in cash or goods. The country which accepts the Jew— 
let us say for instance England— would credit the German Govern- 
ment with £250, on account of Germany's debts to England. After the 
refugee has settled down he would have to repay the British Govern- 
ment the £25C—-over a period of let us say fifteen years. You ask: 
“ Who would actually pay whom—and what?” The answer to this 
is that the refugee would pay the debt back to the country in which 
he has settled. These suggestions are made to help the Jew to get 
out of the anti-Semitic countries; if he gets 25 per cent. of his assets 
from the German Government he has some means of starting a new 
life and he needs no charity. In my opinion the German Government 
will never pay back its debts to the other countries, and therefore it 
is not a big risk for the countries which accept the refugees to credit 
Germany with this 25 per cent.—Mr. S. May, 21, Belvedere Court, N.2.

GANGS GROWING STRONGER 
Administration’s Do Nothing” Policy 
CONSEQUENCE OF THE EUROPEAN SITUATION 
[From our August 26th) 


Two important considerations must be borne in mind in any 
examination of the future situation in Palestine: First, the gangs 
are becoming stronger, better organised and better equipped, and there 
is every indication that the campaign of brigandage and terror will 
develop on a larger scale in the course of the next few months: 
secondly, the Palestine Administration, in accordance with a definite 
policy framed in consultation with the British Government, is not 
prepared to take any decisive action to grapple with the situation now 
or in the immediate future. 7 

1 have it from one particularly well placed to speak on _ these 
matters, that he is under the impression that when Mr. Maicolm 
MacDonald was recently here, it was decided to continue the policy 
previously adopted of undertaking no commitment in Palestine. | 
gather that the British Government are averse from taking active 
measures to pursue the bands or from embarking upon a compre- 
hensive and systematic punitive expedition in this country because of 
the obscure situation in Europe. Nor is the Palestine Administration 
willing or prepared to accept active Jewish assistance in fighting the 
gangs because official circles fear that this would give the impression 
of declaring war on the Arabs, an impression which it would be 
undesirable to create in view of the ominous international atmosphere. 

For the time bemg, therefore. the Palestine Administration is 
reported to have decided to continue the policing of the country, 
that is to say to continue dealing with each development and event 
as it arises. They will not resort to any decisive military tactics. It 
is felt that the brigands will never become powerful enough to occupy 
the country or overthrow the Administration, but even if they should 
attempt to do so ultimately, the military forces would be capable of 


gathering power with increasing momentum and the lackadaisical 
attitude of the British authorities. Im no other part of the Empire 
could the authority of the Crown be challenged so openly and blatantly 
without the rebels being sternly suppressed. « 


GHASTLY BOMB OUTRAGE IN JAFFA 
Military and Police Reinforcements Going Out 


ANOTHER WEEK OF HORROR 


A bomb outrage in Jaffa last week claimed nearly sixty victims, all 
Arabs, and in subsequent rioting another Arab was killed. The 
isth Infantry Brigade, at present at Aldershot, is due to sail for 
Palestine to-morrow to reinforce the existing garrison. Additional 
police are also being recruited in London, and 120 sailed on Saturday 
last. 

Below we give, in diary form, the chief incidents of the week. 


FRIDAY 


Twenty-four Arabs were killed, and thirty-five injured as the result 
of the explosion of a powerful bomb in the Arab vegetable market 
in the heart of Jatla early in the morning. Subsequently, mobs 
tried to attack the Jaffa branches of the Anglo-Palestine Bank and 
Barclays Bank and, as a result of police action at the latter, one Arab 
was killed. There was also sniping at traffic along the Tel-Aviv- 
Jerusalem road, particularly on the outskirts of the town of Ramieh. In 
Ramieh itself. crowds of youths gathered and stoned passing Jewish 
vehicles, in which seven Jewish passengers were slightly injured. One 
of the passengers injured by stones was a Mrs. Weiss. who only the 
previous day had arrived in Palestine as a refugee from the Burgenland 
province of Old Austria. Two shots were also fired at some distance 
from Ramleh by an armed Arab at a car containing Mr. Isaac 
Gruenbaum, member of the Jewish Agency Executive, and another 
official at the Jewish Agency, but no one was hurt. Curfew was later 
imposed on Ramich 

A bomb exploded in the Manshieh quarter, on the Jaffa-Tel-Aviv 
border, causing much damage to telephone lines. There were also a 
number of attempts to set fire to ‘difierent buildings in the town,

Daylight curfew was imposed. 

The Arab driver of a Government ambulance was killed and his 
assistant slightly wounded in the afternoon as a result of Arab sniping 
on the Tel-Aviv-Jatia border. 

The Government school at Hebron was badly damaged by fire. 

Seven Jews are lying in a Tel-Aviv hospital as a result of an Arab 
attack on a Jewish car near Sarafend. Among the wounded is Gabriel

Hopeless Outlook for Future 

If such is the fact, then the future which must be faced by residents 
of Palestine and those who have the interests of Palestine at heart 
would appear to be gravely depressing. It would seem that this 
is a matter in which Parliament cannot change the attitude of the 
Cabinet. The prospect is all the more gloomy in view of the increasing 
power ahd authority which the various brigand gangs are wielding. 
According to reports from Damascus and Beirut, the Arab rebel 
lorces in Palestine are now fully equipped with arms and money to 
carry on their present insurrection for another three years. 

There is a strongly-supported rumour to the effect that Fawzi 
Kawkagi, who led the rebellion in 1936, is shortly returning to 
Palestine to reorganise the various gangs in the northern, central, and 
southern districts, in. view of the internal quarrels which have arisen 
over the coveted supreme leadership. This friction and squabbling 
have brought about a-demoralising eflect on the brigands, and the 
rebel instigators in their Syrian refuges, alarmed at a possible disinteg:«- 
ion of discipline, are said at last to have persuaded the reluctant 
Kawkagi that his presence in Palestine is indispensable. 


Arabs Being Blackmailed 


But if any doubts still remain of the true purposes of the rebellion 
here—which propagandists and pro-Arab elements abroad have 
glorified into a campaign for political independence—they will be 
dissipated by the recent turn in the brigands’ tactics. It has been 
plausibly pleaded in the past two years that the Arab terrorists were 
not mere highway robbers, but patriots fighting for emancipation from [- 
Western rule and Jewish settlement. 

Yet these allegedly noble aims do not appear to be borne out by 
the scores of recent attacks for no other purpose than that of black- = <r. ‘east 
mail, in the towns and villages, as a result of which tens of thousands 
of pounds have been extorted from the unwilling Arab population.

Chelouche, aged thirty-four, a well-known engineer of Tel-Aviv and 
cousin of Mr. Moshe Chelouche, a Municipal Councillor of Tel-Aviv. 

An Arab gang attacked the Tel Chaim quarter near Tel-Aviv in the 
evening, and a Jewish watchman, Abraham Beitan, aged twenty-eight, 
was killed by the shots. Jewish ghaflirim succeeded in repulsing the 
attack, inflicting some casualties on the assailants. 

Four armed Arabs raided Tulkarm railway station during the night 
and succeeded in stealing £20 in cash. 

There was a big battle between troops and gangsters near Tulkarm, 
as a result of which fifteen gangsters are stated to have been killed. 
Two British airmen, who were co-operating with the troops, were killed 
when their ‘plane crashed, 


SATURDAY 

Arabs fired at a police patrol on the Jaffa-Tel-Aviv boundary. The 
latter returned fire, inflicting casualties on the assailants. Later, a 
hostile Arab crowd assembled in a main street of Jafla and refused 
to disperse. The police were forced to fire, killing one Arab and 
seriously wounding five others. There were many minor incidents 
of looting and setting fire to Jewish premises in the boundary zone 
of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv. A fourteen hours curfew was imposed on 
Jaffa, beginning at 6 o'clock in the afternoon. 

A car carrying Jewish workers, employed on the Government 
hydrographic survey in the Negev, overturned, and one man .was 
injured. Two ghaflirim who went for help were ambushed near an 
Arab village, and the bandits tried to secure their rifles. The ghaffirim 
resisted, and in the struggle Isaac Haberkorn, aged twenty-seven, a 
member of Kibbutz Mishmar Haharon, of Gan Yavneh, was killed. 

Four Jewish railwaymen were fired at on the beach at Acre, and one, 
Ephraim Silberstein, aged twenty-six, was killed. 


SUNDAY 

The Shunath Hatikvah district, on the boundary of Tel-Aviv, was 
severely attacked by Arabs. Ghaffirim, who were reinforced by police 
with machine guns, repulsed the gang, and it 1s believed that the 
terrorists suffered casualties. A Jewish ghaffir, Arieh Schulman, aged 
forty, was wounded in the fighting. | 

Arabs attacked Kibbutz Ein Shemer. near Karkur, and shot at close 
range while the members of the Kibbutz were in the dining hall 
listening to the radio. David Shneider, aged twenty-eight, was killed 
immediately, and Arich Hendel, aged twenty-seven, who was wounded, 
died next morning. Another member of the Kibbutz was wounded.

A bomb, which fortunately did not explode, was found on an outer 
window sill. The assailants fled. Both Shneider and Hendel came 
from Poland, the former only a few months ago. 

There was also an attack on an American-Jewish quarry near 
Jerusalem. Jewish ghaffirim repulsed the assailants, killing one of 
them. A Jewish volunteer watchman was slightly wounded. 

An Arab ghaffir armed with a rifle was kidnapped in Jerusalem. 

The inhabitants of an Arab village near Jerusalem repulsed a gang 
of Arab bandits, who began shooting after they had been refused 
money and food. 

The bodies of the Greek monk, Hanna Khoury, and his brother, 
who were kidnapped on August 24th from a monastery at Caesaria 
were found near Tulkarm. 


MONDAY 


A patrol of Irish Guards captured a large quantity of ammunition 
in an Arab taxi. The taxi was proceeding on the Nablus road when 
the Guards stopped it and found, behind a false back seat, thirty-nine 
mew and old hand grenades, ninety-seven detonators, 122 sticks of 
dynamite, and 213 revolver bullets. The Arab driver and an Arab 
passenger were arrested,

TUESDAY 


Jewish ghaffirim proceeding in an armoured car close to Bassa, near. 
the Jewish settlement Hanita, were attacked by Arab terrorists. The 
ghaffirim repulsed the Arabs, killing one. 

Following the capture of a quantity of ammunition in a taxi, 
troops searched the area and encountered a small terrorist gang, which 
they dispersed, killing one and capturing two. 

Four houses in the Nablus sub-district have been demolished because 
their owners harboured brigands after an engagement with the military 
on Friday last. A house in which a wounded brigand was found was 
also demolished. 

ASSIRAAT ALMUSTAKIM, the only Arabic paper that has been 
appearing, has been suspended by the authorities, 

WEDNESDAY 

Tewfig Shanti, the nephew of the editor of the Arabic paper ADIFAA, 
was murdered in Jatla while he was sitting in the waiting-room of 
a well-known doctor. Shanti only yesterday left hospital, where he 
had been lying after an attempt on his life last week. ' 

The engine of a goods train consisting of thirteen wagons, bound 
for the south from Hatta, was derailed when it struck a land mine 
near Tulkarm. There were no casualties, but traffic was suspended 
throughout the day. 

Brigands Waylaid a messenger of the Arab Bank in Nablus, who was 
carrying money from the Ottoman Bank, and robbed him of £220. 

The Palestine customs house at the Allenby Bridge, on the frontier 
of Transjordan, was set on fire and damaged. 

An Arab ghaflir was seriously wounded by shots which were fired 
at him from Damascus Gate in Jerusalem. 

lt is reported from Arab sources that several leaders of the Moslem 
clergy, including the Kadi of Jerusalem and the Mufti of Acre, have 
appealed to the terrorist ringleaders to abstain from committing 
murder during the next three months. According to the Islamic 
tradition, these months are penitential months, known as “ Shehur 
Alharam.” The terrorists have refused this request, and several 
members of the clergy have received threatening letters. 

A policeman encountered, near Haifa railway station, a weli-known 
Arab terrorist who, on seeing the constable, ran away. The police- 


man shot the terrorist dead. 


NO REPORTS ON REBEL ACTIVITIES 


Text of Censor’s Order 
ANTI-BRITISH BROADCASTS FROM IRAQ 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, August 26th] 


Last night, the Censor in Jerusalem (who is also the Public Informa- 
tion Officer directing the Government Press Bureau) issued the follow- 
ing order to all newspapers—Hebrew, English, and Arabic—in the 
country : 

“In virtue of the powers vested in me as- Censor under the 
Emergency Regulations 1! (3), I, Owen Meredith Tweedy, hereby 
prohibit the printing or publication in_ the ———— newspaper of 
all comment upon military or police operations or rebel activities 
in Palestine and or reference to, such operations or activities except 
that cc‘itained in official communications to the Press.” 

The official use of the term “rebel” should be noted. 

Yet another step has thus been taken to withhold -the truth from 
the public in Palestine. The official communiqués, or the “* bromides,” 
as they are nicknamed, are devised deliberately in order to conceal 
the true state of affairs: and make no mention of certain areas, such 
as * Tegarts Wall” and the Iraq oil pipeline, when attacks take place 
there. 

On the other hand, newspapers are allowed to come in from 
neighbouring countries with, all too frequently, alarming. accounts 
of what has been happening in Palestine; while no amount of 
suppression or censorship will prevent the public from speculating, 
guessing, surmising, and listening to inventions and rumours which 
are far more dangerous than the printed word. 

But that is not all. The Arab population of Iraq, Palestine, Syria, 
and Transjordan are nightly. regaled with broadcasts of a violently 
tendentious nature from the—official Iraqi wireless station! This 
Station, operated by the Iraqi Government, is situated in the precincts 
of the Royal Palace at Baghdad. I give a transcript of what was said 
at 6.15 on Wednesday evening, August 24th, from this Baghdad 
Station: 

“Our brethren the Mujaheddin (fighters of the Holy War) in 
Palestine have been progressing favourably in the last few days. 
The official communiqué of the Palestine Government regarding the 
recent battle near Tulkarm estimated the losses of British troops at 
three killed. The official communiqué of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Rebels gives the losses as high as seventeen soldiers killed. Mutiny 
in the British Army is spreading. Some of these soldiers joined the 
rebels and one of them was caught by the British Army. When tried 
and asked why he deserted the force, he replied saying that he did 
not feel he was in His Majesty's Army at all but in the Zionist 
Army.” 

This sort of peurile propaganda, holding up His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to contempt, is being broadcast by a friendly Government in 
treaty relations with Great Britain and owing its independence to the 
latter. Yet nothing seems to be done about the broadcasts.

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ORCHESTRA’S PLANS FOR NEXT SEASON 


New Conductors Engaged 
GROUND GIVEN FOR CONCERT HALL 


[From a C orrespondent—TEL-AVIV] 


Prior to his departure for Switzerland, where he is to meet Bronislaw 
Huberman, Dr. Heinrich Simon, general manager of the Palestine 
Orchestra, outlined the future plans of the orchestra. Some of the best 
musicians have left the orchestra, but it will not be difficult to fill 
the vacancies. The winter season 1938 39 is scheduled to open with 
two series of concerts, both conducted by the famous Frenchman. 
Pierre Monteux, who is at present conductor of the San Francisco 
Orchestra. The soloist in the opening scries will be the ‘cellist, Emanuel 
Feuermann. Monteux will be followed by Eugen Szenkar, who will 
give four programmes. Huberman will play the Beethoven violin 
concerto in one of these concerts, while Maria Delden, a newcomer. 
will appear as leader of the vocal quartet in Beethoven's Ninth 
Symphony. After Szenkar’s concerts, there will be another visit by 
issay Dobrowen, this time for two series of concerts only. The soloists 
will be Magda Tagliafero, Italian pianist, in a Beethoven concerto, and 
the fourteen-year-old prodigy, Ida Haendel. As in former years, Dr. 
Malcolm Sargent ts to come. This time. he will conduct Sibelius’ First 
Symphony and an Elgar composition. The end of the season will be 
marked by the appearance of Dr. Georg Szell, of Prague and Glasgow. 
Toscanini is not mentioned in the 1938 39 schedule; it has been said 
that the maestro ts destrous to come back here, but that he did not wish 
to commit himself to fixed obligations. 

In view of the sharp criticism by the Press and the paying public, it 
is difficult to understand why no permanent conductor has been 
appointed, and why no programmes are announced. At a meeting of 
the Tel-Aviv branch of the Palestine Orchestra Association, one of the 
members spoke in favour of an improvement of programmes: his 
criticisms of the low standard of .certain concerts and the bad 

. programme building were applauded by all those present. 

Dr. Simon said that despite rumours of an American tour for the 
orchestra, nothing final had yet been decided. These rumours have 
been current every year since the orchestra started, but in view of next 
years New York World Fair, the tour may well be realised. So far, 
the orchestra has visited only Egypt and Syria. 3 

The Tel-Aviv Municipality has given a plot of land to the orchestra, 
where a permanent home is to be erected. Concerts have so far been 
held mainly in the Levant Fair grounds, but results have not been 
too satisfactory.

NEW MAYOR FOR JERUSALEM 
‘Uncle of Exile Chosen by Government 


{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


__ In spite of representations by Jewish national and public bodies for 
the retention of Mr. Daniel Auster as Acting Mayor, the official Gazette 
of Wednesday night published the nomination as C ouncillor and 
appointment as Mayor of Jerusalem of the fifty-nine-year-old Mr. 
Justice Mustapha Bey Khalidi, of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Justice Khalidi is an uncle of the exiled former Mayor, Dr. 
Hussein Fakhri Khalidi, It is rumoured that he asked, as a condition 
for his accepting the post, a promise that he should be allowed to 


continue in office for five years beyond 1939, when the next municipal 
elections are scheduled; but there is no confirmation of this report. 

According to the PALESTINE REVIEW, he is a very reticent man who 
has said hardly anything from the Bench in the eighteen years he has 
been an Appeal Judge and Puisne Judge. He has not even issued 
more than a very few dissenting judgments. 

When he assumes the Mayoralty about the middle of September, 
Mr. Justice Khalidi will get the salary of £P1,200 a year granted 
to the head of the Jerusalem Municipal Corporation. His salary 
as Puisne Judge was £P1,000 a year. Although he has resigned from 
the bench to take up the post, his pension rights will not be affected. 
Dr. Hassan Abu Saud has been nominated to replace Ibrahim Eff, 
Darwish, now interned at Acre.

Sik, It is gradually being brought home to me that, whatever care one 
may devote to the phrasing of one’s statements, there exists no insurance 
ugainst misunderstanding or miusinterpretation. 

Dr. Nicholas Sorine extracts one sentence from your report of my address 
at the Anglo-Palestiman Club on July 25th, which occupies a whole column, 
and, calmly ignoring the remainder, proceeds to misinterpret this solitary 
sentence. Nobody who heard my address or who read your report with any 
degree of attention could have understood me to indicate that “ permission 
to build the Port of Tel-Aviv was granted to the Jews as a political reward 
tor their non-indulgence in reprisals against the Arabs.” What I tried to 
convey to my audience was that “ Havilaga ”’ meant “ defending the Yishuv 
with a purpose.’ and that, apart from moral principles which still count 
for something, it was only by practising this form of national discipline, 
and not confusing defence with indiscriminate attacks on Arabs just because 
they are Arabs, that we had succeeded in “ not converting these disturbances 
into a civil war between the Jewish and Arab peoples in Palestine.” 

Had we not adopted this policy there is no doubt that we would have 
helped the Arab terrorists to bring about in Palestine that very state of 
chaos which it is their object to achieve; and only too soon we would have 
found ourselves at war, not only with the terrorists but also with the

ERETZ YISRAEL IN KENT 
David Eder Training Farm Revisited 
CREATING A NOBLE LIFE 


Nearly twelve months ago, writes a representative of THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE, I visited Palestine; and in the Kibbutzim there I found such 
a mode of life and such splendid people as to make me feel that humanity 
was, alter all, worth while. It was with great sadness that I left them, 
feeling that it would be a long time before | could again share in the 
joy of their simple, worthwhile life. Recently, however, I visited the 
Eder Training Farm at Harrietsham, in Kent, and spent several days 
living the life of the boys and girls who are there on hachshara 
(training for Palestine). 

1 had been there several times before, but this was the first time that 
I was able to stay there, and, as insthe Kibbutzim, it is only by 
Staying that one can appreciate the real quality of the people. I noticed 
at once a change in the atmosphere: the real spirit of the Kibbutzim 
seemed to have come to that old English farmhouse. 1 felt myself to 
be once again in Eretz Yisrael. 

These boys and girls are not finding the road to Palestine an easy 
one. [hey come from many walks of life: a shop assistant, a tailoress, 
a University student, an electrician, a plumber, an ex-steward, and 
former clerical workers are among their number. There have frequently 
been difficulties with parents who have doubted the wisdom of this 
great adventure. There is, too, the problem of whether one ts really 
suited to the arduous labour involved in farming. The trainees must, 
therefore, be fit for the life and able to fit into the life, and yet there 
are many more candidates than vacancies, 

[hey are members of Hechalutz b’Anglia (Chalutz movement of 
England), which they join with the definite purpose of going to 
Palestine as Chalutzim. They go to the Farm for a period of training 
which is usually about two years, and frequently longer. They come 
from families which have been divorced from the soil for generations, 
with little or no experience of manual labour. It would, indeed, be 
understandable if they found this strange hard life too much for them 
to stand, yet the number that fail to complete their training ts 
infinitesimal. Still more remarkable ts the fact that the quality of their 
work is now extraordinarily high,

Their eagerness to succeed and the genuine feeling that has been 
aroused in them for their new life convinced me that British Jewry 
can now be counted among the communities producing the pioneers of 
New Palestine. Socially, they live much as though they were already 
in Kibbutzim. They have no money, and all their material needs are

As I returned to London, I was plunged once again into what is 
called “normal” life, with its aimless scurrying hither and thither, 
its greed, its selfishness. But I carried in my mind's eye a picture of 
young Jews and Jewesses creating, even while they are preparing to 
create, a life that is noble, selfless, and worth while; a life that is a 
joy to those who live it and also to those who see it being lived.

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ZIONISM’S GRAND OLD MAN 
Mr. Ussishkin’s 75th Birthday 


THE PATTERN OF LOYALTY 


The Jewish National Fund of America cabled greetings to Mr. M. M. 
Ussishkin on the occasion of his seventy-fifth birthday, and informed 
him that $75,000 (£15,000) was being placed at his disposal. 

For three-quarters of its length, his remarkable life has been spent 
in work and combat, and over it waves a banner on which gleams a 
single word that sums up Mr, 
Ussishkin’s whole career: 
“ Loyalty!” Loyalty to his own 
convictions, unswerving loyalty to 
the national and historical ideal of 
the rebirth of the Jewish people. 


Mr. Ussishkin+ has remained 
true to himself from the time of 
the Biluim to this day. His loyalty 
made him what he is, and enabled 
him to render imperishable service 
to the Jewish people. There were 
times when the majority of 
Zionist Opinion was against him, 
but no opposition could ever 
divert him from what he held to 
be the proper course. Mr. 
Ussishkin was true to himself 
when he joined the Chovevei Zion 
of Moscow at the age of nineteen. 
Even in those days he resisted any 
tendency to digress from the path 
that led to Zion. He was one ot 
the first to recognise that the national rebirth must rest on the soil of 
Eretz Yisrael and the Hebrew language. As far back as fifty years ago, 
we find him advocating in the Press the establishment of a “ permanent 
Fund” for the redemption of the land in Eretz Yisrael. 

As Pinsker’s successor in the Executive Committee of the Chovevet 
Zion, he staked everything on having the work of Hibbath Zion 
carried forward by the Zionist Organisation. Hence his vigorous, 
passionate furtherance of land acquisition, and cultural institutions. 
As early as 1903, he laid the foundation-stone for later cultural develop- 
ment by organising the Hebrew teachers of Palestine. At the Eleventh 
Congress in Vienna (1913) he declared that the time had come for 
crowning the cultural work in Eretz Yisrael with the Hebrew 
University. Jointly with Dr. Weizmann, he urged the Congress to 
sanction the establishment of the Hebrew University, and succeeded 
in raising a considerable sum of money at the time. 

Mr. Ussishkin’s opposition to Partition has been the most marked 
feature of his activities m recent months. 

Ihe convention. of the Canadian Zionist group, “ Habonim,” decided 
to inscribe the name of Mr. Ussishkin in the Golden Book of the Jewish 
National Fund. 

A congress “for the defence of Palestinian soil" will be held in 
Paris on September 17th and. 18th, under the auspices of the Jewish 
National Fund of France and North Africa. Mr. Ussishkin will speak 
at the opening session, at which his birthday will also be celebrated,

HABONIM SCHOLARSHIP SCHEME 
Establishing a Link With Palestine

The Habonim Scholarship Scheme, which was announced in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE in December last, has met with a favourable 
response from all sections of the Community. So far, four scholar- 
ships have been subscribed for, thanks mainly to the efforts of Mr. I.

LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 
New Appointments 


(COMMUNICATED] 


At a recent meeting of the Council of Management, Major F. M. Green, 
O.B.E., was appointed Chairman of the Hospital, on the retirement of Dr. 
A. Goodman Levy, who had held that position since 1915. Dr. Levy was 
elected Hon. President of the Hospital in recognition of the distinguished 
service he had rendered to the Hospital as Chairman. He was also elected 
to the Council of Management. 

Messrs. R. N. Carvalho, Leon Jacobs, Michael Kemble, and A. W. Woolf 
were co-opted members of the Council. 

Mr. A. Rakoff, F.R.C.\S., was elected to the office of Hon. Assistant 
Surgeon in the Ear, Nose and Throat Department. Drs. G. S. Michelson, 
U. E. Oberwarth, and K. Richard, were appointed as Resident Medical 
Officer and House Physician, House Surgeon, and Casualty Officer 

respectively. 

It was announced that arrangements had been made for two Austrian 
refugees to undertake research work in the X-Ray Department and in the 
Electrocardiographic Department respectively, and that two further 
refugees had been appointed as Clinical Assistant in Speech Therapy and 
as a Radiographer in the X-Ray Department respectively. 

It was reported that the building of the Nurses’ Home would be completed 
by the end of the year, and that Mrs. James de Rothschild and con- 
sented to perform the opening ceremony early in 1939. It ‘was agreed that 
the Appeal to raise the balance of the £60,000 be resuscitated in the 
autumn and that in this connection a dinner be held at the Dorchester on 
the 19th April, 1939, at which the President of the Hospital—the Marquess 
of Reading, K.C._-would preside, and the guests of honour would be T.R.H. 
the Earl and Countess of Athlone. | 

In connection with the combined Flag Day for the Hospitals of London, 
the collection made in Stepney and Bethnal Green, the area allocated to 
the Hospital, amounted to £451 Ils. The thanks of the Council were accorded 
to Mrs. Harold Saunders, Chairman of the Hospitals Day Committee, and 
to all who assisted her on this occasion. The Statistical summary of costs 
for 1937, compiled by King Edward's Hospital Fund, showed that the Jewish 
Hospital continued to hold a satisfactory position in its group in respect of 
the cost of maintenance. It was reported that during the first six months 


of the year 821 patients were admitted to the wards, and that the out- 
patient attendances numbered 43,469,

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


JUSTICE 


Justice, justice shalt thou pursue. 


Of all the Biblical concepts with which the Jew has enriched the 
ethical treasures_of humanity, nope has received more ready, or such 
universal, acceptance,as the doctrine of justice... The principle of 
righteousness is, in truth, autonomous. It emanates from both the 
mind and the heart. It appeals equally to our reason and our innate 
emotions and sentiments. It is so natural a human law that almost 
one might consider that the Bible in enjoining the pursuit of justice has 
simply given Divine Authority to something which is a categorical 
imperative of our humanity. “For | the Lord love judgment,” Isaiah 
teaches. Surely even frail mortals cannot, if they be true to their 
human instincts, do less! 

Strangely enough, despite the fact that the Bible is still recognised 
by the vast majority of the Western world as the Book of Books, 
the Word of God; and notwithstanding the autonomous character 
of justice, the realisation of the ideal of righteousness remains the 
greatest and most urgent need of our age. Everywhere it is accorded 
lip-service. Yet nowhere do men completely espouse its cause in 
action; nowhere do they entirely fashion their life in accordance with 
its imperious postulates. Indeed, it has been found possible for the 
most Satanic iniquity to be perpetrated in the name of justice. The 
persecutor, even whilst he is pursuing unmitigated wickedness, justifies 
his inhumanity by some cruel travesty of the ideal of Goodness. 
Nation wars with nation, race struggles against race, class fights class — 
each in the name and under the banner of Right.. No one denies 
the ideal. in principle, yet the moment it has to receive practical 
application the world’s harmony and peace are disturbed. What is 
wrong with mankind? What is wrong with our concept of justice? 
Is it an utterly impracticable abstraction, a hopelessly unattainable 
ideal; or has humanity strayed from the truth, and reduced an inflexible 
criterion to a formless, meaningless monstrosity? 

If only the blatant shouting that fills the world with a cacophonous 
din of mutually antogonistic propaganda cries could be hushed for 
a litthe while, and the still small voice of the Bible be heard again, 
humanity could learn its error, and civilisation, hurtling crazily down 
the fearsome crater of the smouldering volcano of war, could yet 
save itself. Justice, our Sages have taught in the light of Biblical 
precept, is the pivotal pillar of the world. So long as Justice is 
strong, the supporting beams of Truth and Peace also perdure. But 
ii Justice 1s to be firmly established, we must view it whole—as an 
indivisible unity. For, as our Sidra emphasises, it has two aspects — 
ps, Pw. One Tsedek” we all want. No sooner are we our- 
selves wronged than the very heavens ring with our demands for 
rectification and reparation. But the other “ Tsedek “—the “ Tsedek ” 
we owe to our neighbour; to our fellow-human being—we are all too 
tardy in realising. Thus it was that Germany railed bitterly against the 
lreaty of Versailles, and Italy blustered for a place in the colonial 
sun. But. for the Jew there was to be no law of justice: the 
Abyssinian was to have no national rights. 

[o-day, Israel cries for justice as never before in modern times. 
At this very moment when our need of it is so great, and our plea so 
righteous, it behoves us, who brought down this fiery precept from 
Heaven, that in our pursuit of one “ Tsedek " we do not forget the 
other. As we offer up our supplication to God, Who is sanctified by 
‘ighteousness, and appeal to the humanity of mankind to right the 
age-old wrong we suffer, let us earnestly embrace the cause of justice 
ourselves. Let us strenuously remove from our midst every taint 
©! economic wrongdoing. Let our hands be free from violence even 
in the hour of the,most galling provocation. If Esau still lives by 
the sword, and Ishmael yet remains “a wild ass of a man,” let the 
‘oice Of sweet reason and righteousness prevail with Jacob. Let us 
also bear ever in mind the positive aspect of justice, which finds 
expression in deeds of lovingkindness, and gives to “ Tsedakah” 
the meaning of charity as well as righteousness. Jews in English- 
Speaking countries have the inestimable privilege of being able to 
succour their hapless brethren in countries of persecution. They have 
the opportunity, which sympathy and gratitude should construe as 
2 bounden duty, to help rebuild the National Home of their still 
homeless people. Those who are at ease in their present abodes and 
permit a sense of indifference to atrophy their brotherly compassion, 
those who in a spirit of selfishness seek to eschew their responsibilities 
towards their less fortunate coreligionists, sin against justice, against 
the lorah, against the light of God. And yet one more injustice let 
us avoid with all the strength of our Jewish spirit. Not only human 
beings, but ideas may be sinned against. The ideals of Judaism, our 
cternal spiritual truths, our hallowed historic traditions, are continually 
being wronged, belittled, shunted, contemned, and even brazenly 
icttisoned by so many of the present-day descendants of those divinely 
inspired spirits who created them. “Remove not the landmark which 
they of old time have set”! The injunction applies as truly to the 
‘piritual, as to the earthly, inheritance. It is a crime against the 

ast—against the sainted martyrs who gave their lives for the life 
Of Kelal Israel. But it is an even greater crime against the Future. 
\’ we deprive our children of their due need of Jewish education 
«nd upbringing, we rob them of their sacred heritage. We destroy 
“r stunt their Jewish souls. We deform or kill the living spirit of our 
Faith and People, which belongs to every Jewish child as of right. 
ie The injustice to the Jew from without it may not be 
thin Our power to mitigate. But not all our enemies are beyond 
©ur gates. Let us at least establish righteousness within our own 
pry: Let us do this for the sake of our humanity, for the sake 

our Judaism, and for the sake of the ancient prophetic promise 
of Israel's salvation: “ For Zion shall be redeemed (only) by justice, 
and they that return unto her (only) through righteousness.”

Rabbi Dr. Pool’s Pessimistic View 


BUT RELIGIOUS CO-ORDINATION GROWING 


There is no such thing as a “united voice” in American Jewry. 
And there can be no such united expression because U.S. Jewry’s 
leaders fall under three broad headings: 
autocratic, democratic, and demagogic. 
None of the three types has more 
than a limited or a local following. With 
these caustic observations, Rabbi Dr. 
David de Sola Pool, well-known Minister 
for nearly thirty years of the Shearith 
Isracl Congregation, New York, summed 
up the condition of aflairs in_ the 
American Jewish Community the 
course of a conversation I had with 
him recently in London, where he has 
just spent a vacation (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative). I gathered, 
implicitly, if not explicitly, that the mouse 
born with due fuss and furore of the 
mountain of the American-Jewish 
Congress elections was symptomatic of 
the lack of appeal that this trinitarian 
leadership of Jewry had on the masses. Obviously, one could not 
expect the nearly two million widely diversified Jews of New York—the 
greatest single agglomeration of Jews in the world—to express one 
undivided opinion on any matter at all. } 

| suggested to Dr. Pool that the agreement reached by the American 
Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Committee, the B'nai B'rith, and the 
Jewish Labour Committee first to discuss a joint defence programme and 
then to organise a common agency for the defence of Jewish rights 
was a far-reaching step towards unity. Dr. Pool agreed that the move- 
ment had real promise of a broadly representative leadership, but as he had 
been away from America for some weeks he was unable to commit himselt 
to. a more definite opinion as to tts practical workings. 

But. if politically, economically, socially, or, in any other secular way 
there is little unity, there are signs of a religious drawing together, according 
to Dr. Pool. The “Synagogue Council of America,” he told me, ts a 
comparatively new phenomenon. Evey as recently as a generation ago, the 
relations between Orthodox and Reform Jews were most bitter. A genera- 
tion ago, Orthodoxy and “ Reformism”™ were more interested in themselves 
than in Judaism. Each had tts own newspapers and each attacked the 
other. Now, however, and whatever it may be due to, the old bitterness 
no longer exists, and the first symbol of the new state of affairs is the 
Organisation of the Synagogue Council of America, an unthinkable move 
to a former generation. On this Council the three national Rabbinical 
bodies the Orthodox, Conservative, and Reform-—-and the three corres- 
ponding national congregational bodies are working in harmony. Their 
purpose is to take counsel together on all matters of common Jewish 
religious interest, 

At. present, admitted Dr. Pool, the Council is not a very. effective 
instrument: uw has no executive powers, no budget of any size, and is ina 
delicate position as its Work has to be approved by three groups. It has, 
however. done some real good in the way of publicity and advisory work 

in Jewish education, while valuable contacts are maintained with Christian 
religious bodies. - One example may be quoted under this last-named 
calezor\ At Drew University. an investigation has been conducted into 
Christian religious text-books to find out how far they may contain staic- 
ments disparaging to Jews and Judaism. Reciprocally, the Synagogue 
Council (of which Dr. Pool ts the President-e'ect) is helping forward a 
simula e\ammation of Jewish religious text-hooks sec that the, do not 
indoctrinate Jewish students with anv anti-C hristian prejudice. In so far as 
the Council functions, it does indicate a trend in American Jewish affairs. 

In answer to a Question on anti-Semitism, Dr. Pool referred to the 
~ vocational anti-Semitism” experienced in the United States. There are 
ceriain vocations in which it is known that Jews cannol get positions: 
the basis of the ban is perhaps partly economic. partly social. and paril 
inherited prejudices. To offset this. however, is the fine work of the 
National Conference of Jews and Christians up and down the country. 
There is absolutely no attempt through the medium of this body to arrange 
common worship. There is never any concession in this direction on the 
part of either Christians or Jews.

But there is a truly educational campaign, which takes such form as 
addresses at seminaries, universities. and similar institutions by groups of 
three, travelling together, composed of a Protestant clergyman, a Roman 
Catholic priest, and a Jewish minister. The leadership in this effort is two- 
thirds Christian, and the Executive members are largely Christians. A ver\ 
useful piece of work is being done, said Dr. Pool. through this organisation 

Dealing with his own immediate community, the Sefardic, Dr. Pool 
mentioned that there are twenty-one Sefardic Synagogues in New York. 
and twenty-two in the rest of the country. Outside New York, the largest 
communities are in Los Angeles and Seattle. While the vast majority of 
American Jews are Ashkenazim, so that comparatively little is heard of 
the Séfardim there, that community has gained morse importance since the 
forming in 1928 of the Union of Sefardic Congregations, of which Dr. Pool 
is President. , 

| had begun my talk with Dr. Pool with a question which he had at first 
sidetracked because, be argued, of possible invidious comparison. “Is there 
any phase of communal life in America,” I asked, “ which you think is 
better conducted than here in England?” At the end of our talk he reverted 
to the question and said: “ Yes, there is one—the Synagogue Centre. In 
America the Synaeogue is much more a power in the Community from the 
social and practical point of view. The Minister is usually more of a public 
figure. All sorts of Jewish problems and sociological but non-partisan 
questions are discussed in the Centre, and public matters debated from the 
Jewish point of view. Congregational Brotherhoods, Sisterhoods. Junior 


Leagues, and similar organisations are active in Synagogue Centres through- 


out the United States. This is an activity which I find given much less 


‘prominence in the Synagegue in England.”

U.S. JEW-BAITERS’ REVIVAL 


Trying to Form Coalition 
** FUEHRER ” PELLEY PLAYS A LONE HAND 


According to a report tssued on behalf of the American-Jewish 
Committee and the B'nai Brith, the past few months have witnessed a 
steady rise in anti-Jewish agitation in the United States. A number 
of organisations that had been dormant for some time have again 
sprung into life, and such notorious anti-Jewish leaders as “ Silver- 
shirt” William Pelley, James True, and Gerald B. Winrod (recently 
defeated in elections in Kansas), who had lapsed into comparative 
obscurity, have again drawn public attention to their activities. On 
the West coast, under pressure by a few individuals, efforts have been 
made to form a coalition of the various organisations active in anti- 
Semitic work. New names have cropped up in various parts of the 
country, and new organisations, new masses of literature, new types 
of anti-Jewish activity, have made their appearance. 

At the present time, coalition appears to be the chief topic of dis- 
cussion among anti-Jewish groups. On the West coast, a William C. 
Deatherage, who originally came to Los Angeles from West Virginia, 
has been making every ellort to form a nation-wide organisation to 
include all anti-Semitic groups in the country. These efforts culmin- 
ated recently in a secret “American Christan Conference ” in Kansas 
City, held under the auspices of a newly-formed American Nationalist 
Confederation. The visible result of the conference, which was poorly 
attended, is the establishment of a new anti-Semitic publication under 
the title “American Nationalist Confederation Bulletin.” 

Similarly, in the East, the possibility of a national coalition of anti- 
Semitic groups has apparently been a subject of discussion among 
anti-Semites. So far, no definite plan seems to have materialised even 
though an attempt was made, some weeks ago, to form an American 
Nationalist Party under the auspices of several leading Jew-baiters. 
[his venture, too, proved unsuccessful when one of the meetings called 
by this organisation resulted in a riot in a small town in New Jersey. 
Ihe organisation broke up amid charges and counter-charges of fraud 
hurled by the various leaders at each other. 


German Nazis and Htalian Fascists 


An outstanding manifestation of anti-Semitic trends recently has 
been the drawing together of various alien groups. More and more 
frequently, at meetings of the German American Volksbund, delega- 
tions of other national groups have been making their appearance. 
Italian Fascists, Russian Natio=alists, and Spanish Franco sympathisers 
have made their appearance with regular frequency at Bund meetings, 
and anti-Semitic literature has been distributed in Italian and Spanish. 
Parallel with this, the French-Canadian Fascist leader, Adrien Arcand, 
has made his appearance at anti-Jewish meetings in the United States, 
and U.S. Nazts have reciprocated by visiting Canada. 

Pelley. the Silvershirt leader, who has consistently refused to enter 
any of these coalition movements, has been making a bid to establish 
his own group as the major Fascist Party in the country. 

One of the indications of increased anti-Jewish activity, the report 
declares, has been a flood of scurrilous leaflets and labels. 


Catholics “ who indulge in speeches or writings which in fact tend 
to arouse feelings against the Jews as a race” are “totally out of 
harmony with the Holy Father's leadership,” states an editorial in the 
current issue of the MicHiGAN CaTtHouic, the organ of the Detrot 
Catholic Archdiocese. The editorial is believed to be directed against 
the efforts of the notorious Father Coughlin to stir up anti-Jewish 
feelings through publication of the “ Protocols of Zion” forgery in his 
paper, Social Justice. Father Coughlin has been asserting that while 
he admits that the “ Protocols” are not authentic, they “fit in with 
what ts going on.” 

Under the heading of “ Anti-Semitism is here,” an article in the 
Nalton, of New York, declares: “ Anti-Semitism is growing 1n_ the 
United Staies. As tangible as a heavy fog, it is spreading through 
new areas of our social life and carrying with it the threat of unspeak- 
able future ills. We say these words with reluctance, but without any 
question of their truth.” 

Dr. Cyrus Adler. the veteran President of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, will attain his seventy-fifth birthday on the 13th of this month. The 


occasion will be celebrated internationally, and there will be many British 
participants. 


NAZI INCITEMENT AGAINST CZECH JEWS 


The Nazis are preparing the ground in Czechoslovakia by raising 
the scare of “Jewish provocation.” The Berlin NACHTAUSGABE, 10 
reports from Prague, states that the German-speaking population 
of Bratislava are being alarmed by rifle practice by “ Jewish defence 
corps.” The VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER speaks of “ Jewish storm- 
troops in Czechoslovakia. 

The police in Carlsbad have confiscated a large number of anti- 
Jewish boycott appeals issued by Henlein’s followers. 

Strong warnings against attempts to intimidate, boycott or terrorise 
any section of the population have been issued by the State Police 
in Leitmeritz (North. Bohemia) and -Moravska-Ostrava (Moravia). 
The warnings have been welcomed in democratic quarters as renewed 
evidence of the Government's determination to halt the campaign of 
terrortsm conducted by the Sudeten Germans in these districts against 
Czechs and Jews. The warning issued at Leitmeritz draws the atten- 
tion of the public to the laws against injuries to honour, property or 
business and threats and blackmail, which are punishable by imprison- 
ment up to six months.and damages up to 5,000 Czech crowns, . 
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OUSTING ITALIAN JEWS 


**Aryan Paragraph” for Lawyers 
A RACIAL SECTION AT THE BARI FAIR 


The ousting of Italian Jews from public life and professions is going 
steadily forward, and several new “ resignations” of leading Jews 
are reported. The National Syndicate of Lawyers has, at the request 
of Signor Starace, the General secretary of the Fascist Party, appointed 
a Commission to study a proposal to operate the “ Aryan Paragraph.” 
The Commission is headed by the anti-Semitic Minister of State and 
editor of the ReGime Fascista, Roberto Farinacci. According to 
the estimates of the anti-Semites there are about 800 Jewish lawyers 
in Italy. Another report states that all Jewish professors, teachers, 
and principals will be dropped from the Italian school system from 
October Ist. 

It is announced in the Corriere petia Sera, of Milan, that no 
foreign Jews who graduated this year at Italian universities will be 
permitted to practise in Italian hospitals, clinics, and laboratories. 

For the first time, the Levant Fair in Bari will this year contain 
a “racial section.” According to the organ of the Italian Foreign 
Ministry, the GIORNALE D'ITALIA, it will be organised by Signor 
Telesio Interlandi, the head of the new Racial Department. 

Signor Szmere, manager of the Fiume Oil Refineries, has been 
notified that his resignation will be “accepted” shortly. Signor 
Sacerdoti, joint managing director of the Reunited Shipyards of the 
Adriatic, is also to leave his post. It is believed that when Mussolini 
pays his official visit to Trieste next month all Jewish business leaders 
will have been replaced by “ Aryans.” 

A report is current that the Italian Jewish military commander, 
General Mario Ottolenghi, has tendered his resignation from active 
service as a result of the new racial policy. but that Mussolini declined 
to accept it. It 1s believed that Mussolini does not wish to disturb 
the armed forces of Italy, and is anxious that all Jewish officers should 
continue to exercise their duties until their retirement on account 
of age. At the same time, no new Jewish officers would be appointed. 

Under the heading “ Friendly Advice,” the ReGcime FAscista warns 
Jews who still retain official posts to follow the example of Dr. 
Mario Jona, who recently resigned as Vice-President of the Fascist 
Council of Corporations. The paper urges Jews not to put too much 
hope in the “ famous one per thousand” numerus clausus. 

The Porpoto Mussolini's newspaper, declares that the 
presence of 3,000 Jews in the industries of Lombardy constitutes “ an 
alarming situation.” The paper also denounces the presence of five 
lewish professors at the University of Pisa, as well as the fact that 
Professor Paul Oscar Kristeller, a German Jew, is a lecturer on the 
German language at a Pisa school. 

An attack on modern music as being “ pro-Jewish “ and “ Hebrew ” 
is featured by the GIORNALE D'ITALIA. The paper declares that modern 
mustc 1s undesirable and constitutes a foreign element from which 
lialian music must be freed. 


MUSSOLINI versus IL DUCE 


An extract from a New York paper which is being secretly circulated 
in Rome quotes an interview which Signor Generoso Pope, a New 
York Jewish publisher, had with the Duce in June, 1937. In reply to 
representations that Jews in the U.S.A. were seriously concerned at the 
anti-Jewish articles then appearing in the Italian Press, Mussolini 
declared: 

I authorise you to declare and .to make known, immediately. upon your

[HE Jewish CHRONICLE recently recalled a similar statement made by 
Mussolini to the biographer Emil Ludwig, in 1932. Many others are 
e\tant; and a number of them were listed recently in the JEWISH 
EXPONENT, of Philadelphia, from which we quote. | 

In 1927, Mussolini declared in a public pronouncement: 


_” Fascism means unity: anti-Semitism, destruction and discord. Fascist anti- 
Semitism or anti-Semitic Fascism contains, therefore, a gross absurdity. We in 
Italy find ig utterly ridiculous when we hea: how the anti-Semites tn Germany 
seck to flourish in the midst of Fascism We protest with all our energy against 


Fascism’ s being compromised in this way. Anti-Semitism is a product of 
barbarism.”’ 


Said: 

“ It is ridiculous to think, as some say, that the Synagogues should be closed 
The Jews have been in Rome since the time of the kings. . here were 50,000 at 
the time of Augustus, and they asked to be allowed to weep over the corpse ot 
lulius Caesar. They will remain undisturbed, as will all who believe in another 
ichgion.”’ 

In 1932, apart from his statement to Ludwig,. Mussolini assured 
Dr. Solomon Goldman, the President of the Zionist Organisation of 
America “most forcefully and unequivocally” that anti-Semitism 
would never be tolerated by him in Italy. The Jews of Italy, the Duce 

A 
stated, were as old established Italians as the rest of the population. 3 
History, Mussolini told me, will not stand for anti-Semitism tn Italy. 
_ In May, 1933, the then editor-in-chief of the BERLINER TAGEBLATT, 
Theodor Wolff, had an interview with Mussolini, who said: 

“ There is not the least relation between my imitators in other lands and 
myself, [ recognise no Fascists except Italian Fascists. There are no others. 
italian Fascism is a thin apart... . Italian Fascism ts not an export article. 
Italian Fascism is a product of conditions that arose in Haly. It arose from 
different premises than that of its imitator in Germany, and it knows nothing of 
Anti-Semitism which is the shibboleth and the chief sound and tury of the 
German organisation, Italian Fascism is a stranger to the concept of anti- 
Semitism.”’ 

In 1934, there appeared in the New YORK HERALD-TRIBUNE a series 

of articles called “Europe Between Wars,” by Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, editor of FOREIGN AFFAIRS. In one of these articles, 


Armstrong*quoted Mussolini as having predicted to him in May, 1933, 


Speaking before the Chamber of Deputics in ‘May, 1929, Mussolini 


that Hitler's violation of Jewish rights and of civilised standards of 
equality and fair play would create antipathy to everything German, 
not only among Jews but among Christians too. 

In 1935, Dr. Simon Hevesi, Chief Rabbi of Hungary, was granted 
an audience with the Duce and reported that the Fascist leader. had 
strongly condemned all religious persecution. 

In March, 1937, when anti-Semitic diatribes in the Italian Press were 
becoming increasingly more violent and when Italian officials had 
publicly whipped Jews tn Tripoli, Mussolint made a tour of Libya, 
On his arrival in Tripoli, he visited the ghetto, where he received an 
ovation, At a special service in the Synagogue, Rabbi Aldo Lattes 
declared that “ Rome is just and pious, and always has treated her sons 


as a great mother does.” To which Mussolini replied: “ You can 
count on my protection,” 


POPE REAFFIRMS ANTI-RACIALISM 


The official Vatican organ, the Osservatore Romano, last week 
denied reports published in the Fascist Press that as a result of the 
agreement regarding the Catholic Action, the question of racialism 
figured only in the political sphere and thus was beyond the control 
and censure of the Church. The paper declared, on the other hand, 
that these declarations were fantastic and that racialism, as viewed 
by the Pope, exceeded the limits of politics in that it constituted «a 
danger for the great human and Christian family. 

Receiving Catholic Action pilgrims from Rheims at Castel 
Gandolfo last Saturday, the Pope renewed his criticism of racialism 
and reiterated his profound belief that racialism was not extraneous 
to philosophy, morals, and religion. 

The Recime bascista has published an article violently criticising 
him for his attitude and repeating the Fascist contention that racialism 
IS a political and not a religious issue. 


The World Congress of the Catholic “ Pax Romana ™ organisation, 
held in the Yugoslavian resort of Rogaska Slatina, has adopted 
resolutions condemning Nazi racial theories and racial and religious 
persecution, Over 300 delegates from fifteen countries took part, 
including representatives trom England, France, the U.S.A., Poland, 
and Hungary 

A resolution passed at the recent annual Catholic International 
Peace Congress at the Hague recommends that all theories of excessive 
nationalism should be posed as the cause of the present economic 
disorder throughout the world. 

A number of young Fascists recently invaded the Jewish quarter of 
Rome shouting anti-Jewish slogans and telling Jewish shopkeepers that 
their businesses would be shortly taken over by “Arvans.” They were 
later dispersed by the police, but no arrests were made. 


STREICHER ATTACKS THE POPE 
‘* Protector of the Jews” 
AN INFAMOUS CARTOON 


An onslaught on the Pope for his attitude on the racial question 
is made by Julius Steeicher’s STUBRMER 1n its current issue (Number 34, 
1938). Under the title: “ [The Pope .Denies Divine Law,’ the Nazi 
weekly attacks the principle Ol equality of races. 

* There are three /undamental races—the white, the yellow, and the 
black.’ says Streicher. “ the Jewish community is the result of the 
mixture of white, black, and yellow men during the centuries. In 
their efforts to convince non-Jewish humanity that no distinct races 
exist. the Jews have found the open protection of the Pope, the head of 
the Catholic Church. The Pope has adopted the false conception of 
the equality of races propagated by the Jews with the aid of the 
Marxists and Freemasons. ’ 

“But this attitude of the Pope,” continues Streicher, “does not 
surprise those who know the real aims of the Vatican.” se 

On the first page of the issue is a cartoon showing a Jew hiding 
behind a sinister-looking Catholic priest. The caption explains: “ Who 
offers protection to Satan can never be considered God's servant.” 


Another vile cartoon in the same issue (reproduced above) depicts 
a “ Jewish devil” hiding within the folds of the Vatican OSSERVATORE 
ROMANO. The caption reads: “The Vatican paper carries on incite- 
ment. Either nothing is holy to the Devil, or else nothing is devilish 
enough for many peculiarly holy people.” | 

The ScuwarzeE Korps, denouncing the recent German Catholic 
pastoral protest against Nazi persecutions, makes a sharp attack on 
the Pope for his “anti-German attitude,” and declares: “We have

FALSE HOPES IN RUMANIA ? 
Minority Rights For All—— . 
EXCEPT JEWS 


Rumanian Jewry, which has been hopefully waiting for a definite 
assurance from the Premier that the recent Government promises to 
the minorities, as laid down in the Nationalities Statute, also applied 
to the Jews, seems likely to be faced with a bitter disappointment. 

It is true that in a speech recently delivered by the Premier, Patriarch 
Miron Christea, at the installation of the new Governor of Tran- 
sylvania, he promised the good treatment of all minorities proving 
themselves loyal to Rumania; and Rabbi Moses Weinberger, of Cluj, 
in greeting the Premier and the new Governor in the name of 
Rumanian Jewry, hastened to reaffirm the patriotism and loyalty of 
the Jews. But the semi-official Government organ, ROMANIA, has now 
published a statement which, if confirmed, wrecks Jewish hopes com- 
pletely, for it asserts that the promises recently made by the Govern- 
ment applied only to the Germans, the Hungarians, and all other 
non-Jewish minorities. The Government, it states, is anxious to estab- 
lish good relations.among all the minorities living on Rumanian soil. 
The Hungarians, for instance, who formerly did not live on good terms 
with the Rumanians, and who were now being incorporated in the 
Rumanian State. must be assisted to obtain better conditions of life; 
and the same broadmindedness must be shown to other minorities. 

With regard to the Jews, the paper continues, the position is quite 
different. The measures taken against them will remain in effect. 


Writing in THe Times this week, Professor Silviu Dragomir, the 
head of the Commission to supervise the execution of the Nationalities 
Statute, affirms the “ will of the Rumanian Legislators to respect the 
principle of absolute equality and supervise the application of adminis- 
trative and legislative provisions as affecting the minorities.” 
Referring to the “Jewish problem” he says that it is more complex 
than the problem of other minorities, and “recently even became 
acute, for two reasons. Firstly, the numbers of Jews were increased by a 
continuous influx of refugees coming over the River Dniester and of 
immigrants from neighbouring countries. Secondly, Jewish pre- 
dominance in finance, industry, and commerce, which became particu- 
larly obvious at the time of the world economic crisis, gave rise to a 
reaction among the ethnical majority, and persuaded the Rumanian 
Government to take laxative steps. This means that a revision of the 
citizenship of all Jews in Rumania ts in course of execution, which 
explains the tendency of Rumanian Governments to ensure that the 
Rumanian element is represented in a corresponding proportion in 
economic life.”

Polish Views on Rumanian Promises 


The Rumanian Nationalities Statute which, in official language, 
promised “equal rights to the minorities ” has failed to produce any 
particular Optimism in Poland (writes a correspondent from Warsaw). 

The reasons for this are two-fold. First of all, official Rumanian 
promises and declarations are not valued very highly, for pledges 
of humane treatment of the Jews have already been repeatedly broken. 
Secondly, Jews as well as non-Jews in Poland feel that the Statute 
was framed for the Hungarian minority alone, and that its aim ts 
not so much,to improve the lot of the Hungarians as to win the 
sympathy of others by the mere fact of issuing a declaration. Poland 
is largely responsible for having influenced Rumania to issue the 
Statute, for Poland is a friend both of Rumania and Hungary, and 
finds it most difficult to reconcile the two friendships if Rumania 
and Hungary remain at daggers drawn. over the mistreatment of the 
1,500,000 Hungarians in Rumania. Berlin, too, is said to have given 
a helping hand in the desire to win something in Rumania as she 
has already done in Hungary. 

Finally, King Carol consented to issue a Statute. But having so 
many other minorities, he naturally could not appear to grant rights to 
the Hungarians without giving them, at least on paper, to the others, 
and therefore issued the Statute granting equality to all. It is the 
Hungarians alone, however, who are meant to benefit. The Jews 
will be the last to derive any good from it, just as they never benefited 
ed m' Rumanian Constitution, which also “ guarantees equal rights ” 
all. 

In the face of continued discriminations ‘against the Jews, in face 
of the large numbers deprived of their citizenship, in face of the daily 
attacks on Jews in Rumania, the Statute looks like an ironical joke 
played on an oppressed and downtrodden minority. 


RIGHTS FOR RECOGNISED CITIZENS 
King Carol’s Intentions 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


Considerable doubt seems to have arisen about the precise bearing 
on the status of the Rumanian Jews of King Carol's Nationalities 
Statute; and Professor Dragomir, in his Times article, failed to clear 
up this vital matter. However, from inquiries which I have been able 
to make in authoritative quarters, the position would appear to be 
roughly as follows: No Jew, whether already settled in Rumania before 
the War, or who, although settled there since, can satisfy the authorities 
as to his Rumanian nationality, is to be excluded from the equality of 
civic and political rights, and from the cultural benefits granted under 
the Statute. In other words, Rumanian Jews recognised as such are to 
enjoy full freedom of worship, and the right to establish and control 
schools of their own faith. 

Their geographical distribution throughout the country may, never- 
theless, cause certain minor differences (these not being disabilities) 
between their treatment in fact as compared with that of such minor- 
ities as are concentrated in compact masses in certain regions. For 
instance, the Rumanian Jews are considered not to be a linguistic 
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minority, like the Magyars and Germans, for Rumanian is stated to 
be their ordinary language of intercourse. Officially, they will be 
deemed, not a linguistic or racial or national minority, but a religious 
and cultural one. 


The suicide was reported last week of M. Zelimann, a Jewish engineer. 
who had held a high position with the Rumanian State railways for thirty 
vears, and who was dismissed from his post after being deprived of citizen- 
ship under the revision law. M. Zellmann had filed an appeal against 
the denaturalisation decision but, under the law, he was ousted from his 
post as SOON as his name had been struck off the citizenship register. 

Jewish merchants who have lost their citizenship under the revision 
law may also lose the right to do business, it was reported last week. 
A special commission appointed by the Ministry of Economy to draft 
4 commercial statute, has, it is learned, accepted as a basic principle for the 
future registration of commercial and industrial firms that, in general, com- 
merce should be reserved to Rumanian citizens. Exemptions from this 
general rule may be granted in cases where the foreigner is in a position 
to prove that the privileges he asks for are accorded in his own country to 
Rumanian subjects. 


THE POLISH “ PURGE” 
Government Party’s Sweeping Campaign 
JEWS DISMISSED FROM PRESS AND RADIO 


[from our Correspondent—Warsaw] 


Far-reaching plans for the complete elimination of Jews from 


literature, art, music, the theatre, the cinema, and the Press, are being 
prepared by the ~ Ozon,” the Polish Government Unity Group. 
A curt declaration issued by the “Ozon”™ a short time ago declared 
that an attempt would be made to “ concentrate all the cultural affairs 
of the State in one centre of disposition on which the State shall have 
the proper influence.” Knowing the anti-Semitic tendencies of the 
* Ozon.” all felt that the statement had an ominous meaning for the 
Jews. I now learn that apprehensions are fully justified, and that the 
“Ozon” is already at work on the new anti-Jewish “purge.” The 
first step was the dismissal of a number of Jews from the Vilna wire- 
less station, and similar action ts being prepared in Warsaw. Already 

number of outstanding members of the Warsaw staff, chiefly 
musicians, have been told that their contracts will not be renewed. 
A“ non-Aryan ~ announcer who used to broadcast political talks from 
the Seym has been dismissed although he is stated to have been 
converted recently, and his post given to an “ Aryan.” 

Only very tew Jews are employed on Polish official and semi-oflicial 
newspapers. Yet nearly all have had to go. A “ purge” ts also taking 
place on other newspapers. 

Apart from the discriminations in the Press and radio, an attempt 
is being made to eliminate Jewish writers and others who hitherto 
‘e made valuable contributions to Polish literature. School books 
written by Jews are no longer recommended and are being replaced 
by books of non-Jewish authors. Jewish publishers, who were always 
among the leaders of .their profession in Poland, are also meeting 
with great difficulties, and propaganda is being carried on urging Polish 
readers not to buy books published by them.

POLAND REALISES—AT LAST 


The Fruits of Danzig Jew-Baiting 
NAZIS’ ONSLAUGHT ON POLISH CITIZENS 


The Polish Government is at last waking up to the fact that the 
long-tolerated attack on the Jews in Danzig has merely prepared 
the way for an attack on Poles in the Free City, and it is stated that 
repeated protests are being made. A savage assault on a Polish rail- 
way oflicial, who was thrown out of a running train and later found 
with both his hands and ome foot cut off, has aroused particular 
indignation, The Polish public has been demanding that steps be taken 
'o saleguard the Danzig Polish minority. One pro-Government paper 
declares bitterly that “the Anschluss of Danzig with the Third Reich 
an accomplished fact.” 

Meanwhile, it was learned last week that Nazi leaders in Danzig 
have been instructed to treat Poles on an “ equal footing ” with Jews. 
this would include a business and social boycott, refusal to let 
«ccommodation, and the intensification of anti-Polish propaganda.

Nazis Wreck a Synagogue 


A gang of the Hitler Youth last Monday broke into the “ Ohel 
sana Jewish Communal Centre and damaged it extensively.

laken from the Ark and torn up. Benches and other furnishings were 


completely demolished. The gang also entered the premises of the 
Zionist youth group on the first floor of the building and completely 
wrecked it. No one interrupted the gang while it was at work. The 
police were notified, but refused to intervene. Instead, according to 
one report, they threatened to arrest a number of Jews. 


TOTAL BOYCOTT IN ZOPPOT 


(From a Correspondent) 


An observer who has just returned from a visit to Danzig 
and Zoppot, the well-known seaside resort in the Free City area, 
reports that the anti-Jewish boycott there is complete. “ The term 
Free City is a tragic misnomer,” he states. “ The only people who 
are free are the Nazis. For the Jews a real terror exists. I know young 
Jewish men who hardly dare go out at night.” 

In Zoppot, he continues, shops, restaurants, and boarding houses bear 
the words “ Juden nicht erwiinscht.” 

This boycott of the Jews is not popular, for many Jews in 
the past spent their vacations there. Last year, for instance, there 
were some 15,000 Jewish visitors from Poland. This year there are 
very few: and even the only Jewish hotel is half empty. -At the 
height of the season there are notices indicating there are rooms 
vacant. 

Along the beach there are signs: “Fiir Arier.. Juden nicht 
erwiinscht ™: and a special section, known as the “Ghetto” beach 
and marked: “Fur nicht Arier™” with a Magen David, has been 
reserved for Jews. But, it remains unused. The Jews who wish to 
bathe go further along the beach near the Polish frontier. 

Throughout the territory there is a rigid boycott, he concludes. 
Jewish workers cannot get jobs or Jewish traders custom. All the 
Jews who could get out have gone. Those who remain are stranded.

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LITHUANIAN GOVERNMENT'S PROMISE 


No More Anti-Jewish Articles 
JEWISH ANXIETY ABATES 


Anxiety prevailing among Lithuanian Jewry following the publica- 
tion in the official Government Lieruvos Apas of an article strongly 
attacking the Jews somewhat abated last week after Jewish leaders 
had been assured on the highest authority that no change would take 
place in the traditionally friendly attitude of the Government towards 
the Jews. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency was told by a high Government 
official that the President, Professor Smetona, and the Prime Minister, 
Canon Mironas, most strongly condemned the anti-Semitic attack and 
that they had been concerned about the painful impression the article 
had made in certain quarters. 

Measures have now been taken, the J.7.A. was informed, to remove 
the misunderstandings which have arisen. Those responsible for 
inadmissable and irresponsible actions would be punished, and the 
Government was considering the issuing of a declaration closing the 
incident. The authorities had been instructed not to tolerate any ant- 
Jewish manifestations and to punish severely those responsible for 
provoking anti-Jewish incidents. | 

A promise is also said to have been given that the official Lithuanian 
news agency, Elta, would assume a more impartial attitude to the 
Jewish problem in the future and would refrain from reproducing 
biased news about Jews from the foreign Press. The news agency 
would, in future, also report more positive news of Jewish life, and 
the censor’s office had been instructed not to permit the publication 
of inflammatory anti-Semitic articles. 

[he authorities have at the same time closed public discussion on 
the Lieruvos Arpas article, and only one Jewish paper in the 
Lithuanian language, Opzswatoa, has been permitted to publish an 
answer to it. 


HUNGARY Major Szalasi, the Hungarian Nazi leader, has failed in 
his appeal against sentence of three years’ imprisonment passed on him 
by the Lower Court. He is now serving his sentence. 

The authorities ordered the confiscation of an issue of the Arrow-Cross 
Vecses ES Vipeke,. which contained articles inciting people against the Jewish 
religion. 


A strong stand against racialism and exaggerated nationalism was taken 
by the Hungarian Reform Church at its annual conference at Debreczen 
this week. Dr. Nagy. well-known theologian, addressing the conference 
on the subject of “ Race, Nation, and Church,” declared there could be no 
question of anti-Semitism in the Church. Professor Alexander de Makkai 
said that the Church must combat ultra-nationalistic tendencies. The 
Minister of Justice, Dr. Lazar, also addressed cae of the sessions of the 
conference. 


SPAIN—The executive of the Barcelona Jewish Community has decided 
at a recent meeting to establish a Rabbinical Court. Senor Don Menahem 
Coriat Bendaham, a former member of the Council of the Ceuta Jewish 
Community, has been appointed President of the Court, which is to include 
four other members two Sefardi Rabbis and two Ashkenazi members of 
the communal executive. The new Rabbinical Court in Barcelona is the 
first to be established since the Middle Ages. It has received the sanction 
of the Spanish Government. 


BELGIUM-—Mr. Elias Karlin. who celebrated his 90th birthday recently, 
if the “ Grand Old Man” of the Antwerp Jewish Community. A native of 
Shklov, Russia, he settled in Antwerp in 1911, where, on his return from 
London after the War, he was one of the founders and first President of 
the Tachkemon: Hebrew Day School in which he continues to take an 
a¢tive interest. The St860Tnow has over 600 pupils. Mr. Karlin is a 


Hebrew .scholar, and has been a Zionist from ‘the earliest days of the 
Movement. 


INDIA—The news that Mr. E. Levi, of Rangoon, has received his Rab- 
binical diploma from Yeshiva College, New York, has been received with 
pleasure by Indian Jewry. He is the first youth from the East to have 
received the Rabbinical qualification from any Western college. It was 
due to the assistance of Rabbi David Miller and the late N. E. B. Ezra. 
editor of IsRAFL’S MrSSENGER, Shanghai, who secured several facilities from 
‘Dr. Bernard Revel, the Principal of Yeshiva College, that Rabbi Levi was 
able to proceed to New York. The Jewish Tripune, of Bombay, suggests 


that a “call” should be made to Rabbi Levi by one of the Indian 
Synagogues. 


SOUTH AFRICA—The Bishop of Bloemfontein, the Rt. Rev. A. H. 
Howe Brown, recently presided at a well-attended meeting of members of 
the English, Afrikaans, and Jewish communities of Bloemfontein, at which 
it was decided to form a Society of Jews and Christians. 
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JEWS IN THE SUDETEN AREA 


From Mr. D. L. SANDELSON 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—I have just returned from Czechoslovakia overwhelmed by the tragic 
plight of the Jewish population in the Sudcten German area, During m, 
stay | made it my business to discuss the position with both German and 
Czechos!ovakian leaders. 

A Jewish population as old as that which exists in Karlsbad inevitab|, 
becomes both an important and contributive force in the life of the com- 
munity. One or two Henleinists with whom I conversed were seeming!) 
ashamed when I mentioned to them the treatment that was already being 
meted out to Jews whose whole lives had been spent in furthering the 
progress and welfare of Karlsbad. The Henleinists have established a rigid 
boycott of all Jewish shops, and of all those restaurants and hotels the 
proprietors of which are Jews, | 

In former years many Sudeten Germans were apparently unaware of 
those alleged grievances and discriminations against them upon which Herr 
Henlein and his party have based their policy. A “question,” as we Jews 
know to our sorrow. can be created even where it does not exist. The 
Germans and Czechoslovakians lived very contentedly side by side until 
Germany cecided to exploit for her own political purposes certain fictitious 
grievances such as some of those dwelt upon in Herr Henlein’s speech at 
Karlsbad in April of this year.. Very many of the Sudeten Germans I met 
were greatly disturbed by the situation. They had no desire to be unde: 
German rule. they hated the totalitarian state; and many Germans in 
Karlsbad and Marienbad, whose livelihood depended on the prosperity o! 
those spas, realised that they would inevitably suffer. 

Many of these Germins I met had the kindliest of feelings towards th: 
Jews, and one such German told me that he was so ashamed that he could 
not even look in the face Ins dear and distinguished friend, the Rabbi in 
Karlsbad. This is only one of many such cases which indicate that amon: 
some Germars there ts netther desire for German rule nor for Jewish 
persecution 

fhe Henleinist party has grown largely through the activity of the Youth 
movement, who have been captivated by the desire to belong to the “Great 
German Reich. and who have been swept off their feet by the extremely 
eloguent and powerful nationalist speeches of Herr Henlein. The large 
Youth movement has been chiefly responsible for the organisation of the 
boycott of Jewish businesses, and has worked frantically to secure a majority 
in favour of German rule. 

lam of the firm opinion that the feelings in Sudeten Germany are not so 
stronely in tavour of German rule as outward appearances would have one 
believe 

It is only right that people over here should be told the real feelings of 
many of the Sudeten Germans, which they will only venture to express 
when free from fear and able to rely on the confidence of the person to 
whom they speak. The Jewish inhabitants can only be saved, desperate as 
their plight will still be, if the present question is decided in favour of right 
over might.

CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR JEWISH EDUCATION 


Sixteenth Annual Report 


The opening paragraph of the Annual Report for 1937-38 of the Centra! 
Committee for Jewish Education, issued by the Jewish Memorial Counc, 
pays a tribute of respect to the memory of Mr. B. A. Fersht who “ gave us 
sixteen years of devoted service and unflagging enthusiasm as Secretar). 
With remarkable energy and resourcefulness he built up the office admin:»- 
tration. ... His simple, unassuming nature endeared him to us all.” The 
Committee are confident that Mr. M. Sagon, the new Secretary, will maintai" 
the high standard set by his predecessor. The grants which the Commitice 
made in 1937 in aid of teachers’ training centres (says the report) amounted 
to £656, of which £415 was devoted to the Jewish Higher Education Centre. 

In consequence of the decrease in the Shechita Board surplus, grants 
previously made by the Committee to the Talmud Torah Trust and to the 
Jewish Religious Education Board have been considerably reduced. !° 
addition to educational institutions in London. the Committee have con- 
tinued to make grants to classes, mainly in the Provinces. out of the sum pu! 
at their disposal by the Executive Committee. The number of these classe> 
was 28. The Committee draw the attention of teachers and education Com- 
mittees to their Books Department, housed at Woburn House. Facilitics 
are available there for selecting the best books for their educational requi'¢- 
ments. The value of the books sold during the year was nearly £1,550. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Jewish Education, in his report of 
his visits to Metropolitan and Provincial Talmud Torahs and Classes, ¢:!!s 
attention to the serious decrease over a period of ten years in the number 
of pupils, a fact due, he suggests, to the drift of the population and 
to the smaller sized families. Last year, however, there was a slight ga'". 
due to the increase in the number of girls attending the classes. V¢'y 
valuable advice is given in the report to the oral methods for the teaching 
of Hebrew in the classroom, and statistics are given of the increases a0 
decreases in connection with the Non-Provided Schools, the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, the Talmud Torahs, and the Synagogue Classes.

Anti-Semitism by Stealth

“Can any intelligent person imagine that ostracism of 
(jermany is going to improve the lot of the Jews and others who are 
subject to repressive measures? Without abating in the least our 
dislike of persecution, we are far more likely to gain improved treat- 
ment for the persecuted by adopting a friendly attitude towards the 
German people “Referring to the opponents of friendship 
with Nazi Germany, he says: “For the Jews there is more excuse 
for bitterness. They are the most determined opponents of friend- 
ship with Germany, and all the more dangerous because of their 
international organisation and their great power in the Press and 
other methods of publicity. OF course they are busily protesting thet 
desire for peace that goes without saying. The Jews in England and 
in the. United States, those two lands of the free, are part cularly 
vociferous. It is a poor return tor the hospitality of their adopted 
countries to try to stir the inhabitants to a course which can only lead 
to war with a fr.endly nation.” 

[he third reference 1s made in a letter headed “Don Jewan.”” It 
begins: “ Your wise restraint in dealing with the Jewish question ts 
wholly commendable”; and then follows a quotation from Byron's 
“Don Juan.” in which “Jew Rothschild, and his fellow-Christian 
Baring” are said to “ hold the balance of the world.” 

Finally, an article headed, * Regrettable Campaign,” complains that, 
“a section of the Jewish community in Great Britain. we believe a 
small section —is Waging a campaign which, though it contrasts sharply 
with the wise restraint shown by many leaders of British Jewry in their 
attitude towards Germany, is likely, if it continues, to do infinite 
damage to all British Jews. For that reason alone it should be 
discountenanced, for it leads inevitably to the creation of a Jewish 
question.” 

It is claimed that a booklet of matches, bearing the device: “ Buy 
British, Boycott Everything German,” is produced by a Jewish (firm. 
“ This Review,” the article continues, “has never attacked the Jews, 
and we are most anxious not to have to do so. , But a section 
of the Jewish community in Great Britain is making it difficult to 
pursue friendship with Germany without becoming anti-Jewish. That 
little section (numerically it is an almost negligible portion of the 
population of these islands) is vigorously stirring up enmity between 
the two countries on the sole ground that the Jews of Germany havea 
quarrel with the German Government. About that quarrel there is a 
great deal to be said on both sides. Undoubtedly the German Jews are 
being harshly treated, though the atrocity reports to which so much pub- 
licity is given are more often than not demonstrably quite untrue. On 
the other hand, the German Government, and the overwhelming majority 
of the German people, have a strong case against the Jews. That case is 
not given publicity in th’s country, and we have no desire to dwell on 
there.” Then follows a caution “ that the charges levelled against 
the Jews by the German Government and those raised by the Jews 
against the German Government should not be used to foment discord 
between Germany and Great Britain.” 

it is interesting to note that Admiral Domvile is the Chairman of 
the “Link” (which describes itself as “an independent non-party 
organisation to promote Anglo-German friendship”) and. that the 
editor of the Review is Mr. C. E. Carroll, who is a member of the 
Council of the “ Link.” The latter, with two other officers of the 
Council, visited Germany last month. In May, 1937, an article in 
the Review by the editor similarly accused a section of British Jews 
Ol using scare stories against Germany.

LEEDS BOARD OF GUARDIANS’ FINANCES 
Increasing Demands for Assistance 


[From our Correspondent] 


The Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians held a meeting on 
Monday, with Alderman H. Morris in the Chair. A letter was sub- 
mitted from the Rev. E. Kahan, intimating that it was the wish of the 
Harrogate Congregation that a separate ballot box should be placed in 
Harrogate at the time of the annual election for the Committee of the 
Board. After some remarks by the Chairman, it was unanimously 
resolved that the Board should not agree to a separate ballot being 
held in Harrogate. 

Mr. Stanley Lightman, the Treasurer, presented the financial state- 
ment for the period from February Ist to August 22nd. He said that 
the Weekly and Resident Temporary Relief had amounted to approxi- 
mately £3,000, and the bank deficit was approaching £1,500. The 
financial position of the Board at the present time was far from 
reassuring, and strenuous efforts would have to be made in order that 
the resources were substantially replenished to meet the increasing 
demands of applicants. The Victor Lightman Loan Fund, said the 
Treasurer, continued to make progress. Repayments from February 
Ist to date amounted to £3,823, whilst £3,642 had been advanced in 
loans to 177 borrowers. : 

The report of the Investigation and Fixed Allowance Committee was 
presented by the Vice-Chairman, Mr. S. Labofski, in the absence of the 
Chairman. Mr. I. N. Labofski paid tribute to the co-operation extended 
to him by the members of the Victor Lightman Fund Committee. 

Mrs. B. Waldenberg submitted a report of the Ladies’ Welfare 
Committee. She said that there was a constant demand for wearing 
apparel. It was imperative that members of the Community should 
assist the Board by forwarding supplies of clothing which would be of 
inestimable value to the poor, Adult male and female clothing was 
urgently required. Alderman Morris supported the appeal of Mrs. 
Waldenberg. 

The Chairman referred to the Board's annual appeal during the 
forthcoming High Festivals, the proceeds of which, he said, constitute 
an important part of the Board's annual income. It was imperative 
that the united co-operation of the members of the Board be exercised 
to make the appeals in their respective Synagogues a success. 


RIGHT AND WRONG THINKING 
The Rey. A. S. Super’s Criticisms 


Preaching at a special service of the Moortown Congregation last 
Sabbath, the Rev. A. S. Super discussed the necessity for a true spiritual 
preparation for the coming High Holy-days. He said that whereas 
the Atonement season was once extended to include the whole month 
of Ellul, to-day the limit of the average Jew’s preparation for the most 
solemn days in the Jewish calendar was to see to it that he assured 
himselt of a prominent seat in the Synagogue and that he paid the bills 
for the finery with which his womenfolk mtended to outshine their 
neighbours on the sacred days. 

The peculiar mental attitude which made people deliberately suspend 
their religious emotions so that they only functioned on three occasions 
in the year was symptomatic of the wrong thinking which was pervert- 
ing the whole of Jewish and general life. When young, they insisted 
on arguing issues out to a logical conclusion, and stood by those 
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conclusions. As they reached middle-age they became routinised, not 
only in their work or professions but also in their leisure pursuits. 
They avoided all those forms of relaxation which required thought and 
indulged in pleasure-seeking, gambling, and such futile pursuits. They 
became a sort of vegetable, and because they had glimmers of con- 
science perhaps did a little desultory social or charitable work. 

Even in their communal work (continued the Preacher), their 
inability to think aright perverted all their efforts. They could not 
distinguish between ideas and personalities. They expected their friends 
always to agree with them, and could not realise that those friends 
might have an honest point of view of their own. If they did not 
agree they began feuds, which rent the Community. Usually, however, 
they were slack in their thinking. Thus their communal life was 
vitiated and they had no clear leadership or purpose in their endeavours. 
In this way, the young were disgusted, and even the old began to lose 
interest. 

Mr. Super said that only a true sense of religion could remedy this 
terrible disease of wrong thinking. By religion he meant a feeling 
that there was an absolute standard in the world by which they must 


measure all issues, an inflexible judgment of what was right and what 


was wrong, by which they could set their own actions out in a true 
perspective. That sense of religion could be obtained only by regular 
devotion to the practices of Judaism throughout the year, and not by 
spasmodic and automatic attendance at Synagogue on the High Holy- 
days.

THE ROLE OF THE SYNAGOGLE 


[he synagogue is surring and sees in its dreams visions of grandeur 
and of future achievements The synagogue is filled with new 
ambitions for the place of religion in Jewish life, writes the ToG, New 


York. 


Whether it be because of the turbulent times we are living in or because 
of the new leadership that has takenthe helm, the synagogue ts reaching out 
for mastery and control of all domains, not only of the Jewish spirit but of 
Jewish activities as well. Instances are furnished by the Conference at 
Chicago of the United Synagogue of America, which pledged itself to 
combat “the moral recession of the world” by the forces of religion. The 
President of that body declared in the name of the United Synagogue that 
what was necessary was not so much a change in the economic order as a 
transformation of personalty, and that religion provides the best sanction 
for that. 

The Reform temples go much further than the Conservative United 
Synagogue, the article continues. The New York Advisory Committee of 
the Union of Hebrew Congregations announced that it had instructed all 
metropolitan Jewish Reform temples to unite in one federation “ to act as a 
representative for reform Judaism in all matters affecting the religious, 
moral. and communal life in New York, to promote the aims of the congre- 
gations in their devotional, educational and communal activities, and to 
promote the aims, purposes and welfare of the Union in metropolitan New 
York.” | 

Rabbi Goldenson of Temple Emanuel, leans to an even broader interpre- 
tation: to him the purpose of the newly-created federation of temples ts to 
create a higher moral and spiritual life within the Jewish community, and 
Rabbi Jonah B. Wise is even more ambitious. “ Why,” he asks, “ should not 
the synagogue speak for the Jews of New York? Throughout the ages the 
synagogue remained the central focal point in Jewish life. Its unique and 
authoritative position cannot be replaced by secular organisations.” Thus it 
is evident that a deliberate attempt is being made by the temple to speak for 
and control Jewish life in its entirety, 

After producing figures indicating the inadequacy of Synagogue repre- 
sentation of Jewry, the article says the answer to Rabbi Jonah B. Wise’s 
question why the temple should not speak for the Jews 1s that it cannot do 
so. for the simple reason that it does not represent them or even a large 
section of them. Rabbi Wise may te entitled to speak in the name of a 
fraction of New York Jewry, but certainly not for the Jews of New York. 
And while no one can doubt the role of the Synagogue in olden times, there 
is sure to be much doubt as to the claim of the temple to represent Jewish 
life te-day.

A certain amount of criticism was again levelled at the directors of 
Chosen Corporation, Ltd., at the annual meeting just held. A section 
of shareholders would like to see the company’s new-found liquid 
resources ‘distributed to its members. Resolutions to adjourn. the 
meeting for six weeks and to appoint a committee of shareholders to 
co-operate with the Board however, were defeated on a show of hands 
by a fair majority. The company has now received in respect of the 
sale of its Nurupi interests, the Chairman assured shareholders, 
£205,148 in sterling and dollars, and approximately £140,000 in free 
negotiable currency. With £28,254 also received under the guarantee 
of the Chosen Union of Mines and approximately £70,000 in respect 
of the Kapam liquid resources, the company, said the Chairman, had 
now the equivalent of £443,000. The directors’ plan is that the 
company “should avail itself of the goodwill and connections it had 
created in the Far East over a period of years for the purpose ol 
acting as an intermediary in financial transaction between the Far East 
and the British capital market... 


PINCHIN JOUNSON INTERIM 

The market was agreeably surprised by the announcement that the 
interim dividend on the £1.826.249 of ordinary capital of Pinchin 
Johnson and Co., is to be maintained. at 74 per cent. The company 
occupies a leading position in the paint and enamel trade and in view 
of the recession in building operations it was anticipated that the 
dividend would show some reduction, In their preliminary statement 
however, the directors point out that although since May Ist there 
has been a moderate decrease in sales due to lessened consumption by 
certain home industries in which general trading has been less active, 
demands for decorative, architectural and domestic purposes was on 
the whole satisfactory. For 1937 there was a final payment of 10 per 
cent. making 17! per cent. in all. This compared with 20 per cent. 
for 1936 when in addition a 10 per cent. capital bonus was distributed. 
The 10s. ordinary shares have a -markei value of 28s. 6d. at which the 
yield offered on the basis of a 17} per cent. dividend is over 6 per cent, 


BOOT AND SHOL -PROFITS 


The maintenance of the interim dividend of Upsons Ltd., the boot 
and shoe retailing concern at 5 per cent. is, satisfactory, especially as 
the directors state that “ sales have been increased mn the current year.” 
Indeed it 1s particularly so in view of the fact that J. Sears and Co., 
another important company in the same industry, recently reduced 
Ms interim payment by making tt 5 per cent. less tax instead of 5 per 
cent. free of tax, due it was stated, to increased taxation and a fall in turn- 
over owing to adverse weather conditions. Upsons’ year ends on 
December 3lst and it will depend on the course of trade during the 
emainder of the year as to whether the final dividend will be main- 
tained at last year’s level of 8 per cent. In the past half dozen years 
the final dividend has varied between 6 and 8 per cent. The company 
owns 19] boot and shoe stores in London and the provinces. 


COOK (ST. PAUL'S) 

Present conditions in the textile trades of the country find reflection 
In a Statement recently issued by the directors of Cook, Son, and Co. (St. 
Paul’s) Limited. This company, as ts generally known is engaged 
as manutacturers, warehousemen, and shippers of all classes of 
textiles, including cotton, silk and woollen goods. The directors 
announce that owing to the state of trade they do not feel justified 
in paying the instalment of dividend due on September 30th on the 
7 per cent. cumulative £1 preference shares. Consideration of the 
payment has been deferred until the result of the year ending on 
December 3list has been ascertained. The company has had a rather 
chequered career. No ordinary dividend was paid between 1931 
and 1936, but there was a 14 per cent. ordinary dividend for the 
year to last December. The preference shares fell from 18s. to 15s. 
each,

WELL-KNOWN FIRMS AMALGAMATE 
Fusion of Sunbeam and Talbot 


While two of the best known British automobile firms, Sunbeam 
Motors, Ltd. and Clement-Talbot, Ltd., have been virtually 
co-operating with each other for a considerable period of time, it has 
been announced by Messrs. W. E. and R. C, Rootes (who hold the 
controlling interest in the two Companies) that these two firms will 
operate in future as Sunbeam-Talbot, Lid., with main works and 
registered office at Barlby Road, North Kensington, London, W.10. 
It is a pity that this merger did not take place many years ago, as 
both these firms would have benefited after the War. Sunbeams have 
been in existence since 1899 and the Wolverhampton factory 
produced many notable cars. 

Talbots, founded by M. Clement (afterwards Clement-Bayard), the 
Earl of Shrewsbury, and Talbot himself in 1902, the year of King 
Edward VII's Coronation, were the first to introduce the long stroke 
internal combustion engine. It was most successful, and Talbot cars 
won hill climb competitions galore, as well as being the first car to 
cover 100 miles in the hour on the Brooklands track at Weybridge in 
1913, the car being driven by the late Mr, Percy Lambert. 

Sunbeam cars also won many races, and it was in a Sunbeam that 
the late Sir Henry Seagrave was the first to reach 150 miles an hour in 
1926 and 200 miles an hour in 1927, both very notable feats. 

The Sunbeam-Talbot “ Ten” is the first result of their joint efforts 

The four-cylinder 1.185 ¢.c. engine ts rated at 9.8 h.p., develops 
40 brake h.p. at 4.500 revolutions per: minute, so that there is ample 
power available. There ts the usual four-speed synchromesh gearbox 
with 7ft.

‘Idiot’s Delight” 
Lee Tracy Replaces Raymond Massey 


On Tuesday evening, the leading roéle in “Idiot's Delight” at the 
Apollo Theatre was taken over by Lee Tracy, the well known film 
actor, after the play's successful run with Raymond Massey in that 
part. 

Mr. Tracy makes a breezy. likeable figure of Harry Van, the American 
vaudeville artist who is “touring” a fifth-rate cabaret act consisting of 
himself and six“ blondies,” and is caught in a European war. Actually 
his version of Van is no less “ knowable ” than was that of Mr. Massey's, 
but the latter, with his very individual personality hid this weakness in 
the play. An evil fate has made this story of the outbreak of a European 
war unpleasantly topicalbut this cannot conceal the play's superficialities 
or the fact that everything the author says or reveals concerning war and 
its victims is Common knowledge or trite argument. The tvpes he shows 
us are cleverly used to build up his atmosphere of impending crisis, but 
when they attempt to establish themselves as live persons they just peter 
out. Tamara Geva sustains her picture of a boring Russian fake, and 
Franklin Dyall his version. even more authentic than the part, of an old 
German professor

in Paris and Berlin. The marked man of the film is a fearless spy, 
admirably played by Jean Murat, and competently supported by 
Viviane Romance, Jean-Max, Aimos, and Roger Karl. 

Unfortunately, the director, Leon Mathot, has given the film a 
tempo that is too leisurely for a story that requires dramatic suspense 
and tension, and the basic theme is frequently interrupted by irrelevant 
interludes. Technically outstanding is the photography and the use of 
sound in a “mock” Berlin air-raid Manoeuvre sequence. 

The political significance of the background should in no way inter- 
fere with the enjoyment of the film, which audiences will find highly 
enlightening and entertaining. 


“UNCLE MOSES “—Academy Cinema (“A” Certificate) 

The success, last year, of “ Yiddle With His Fiddle,” has prompted 
the Academy Cinema to offer another film, based on a story by 
Sholem Asch and starring Maurice Schwartz. With Yiddish films 
few and far between, some allowances should be made for certain 
shortcomings in the entertainment value of “ Uncle Moses.”" In spite 
of the presence of Maurice Schwartz as the successful immigrant 
who owns a tailoring shop in New York’s East Side, the characters 
in the film lack warmth and conviction,

The story of an old man’s love for a girl of eighteen, their ill- 
advised marriage and subsequent divorce after the birth of a child, 
provides the major part of the action. Many of the audience, with 
daughters of their own, may find the theme a little unsavoury. 

The directors, Sidney Goldin and Aubrey Scotto, have allowed 
Maurice Schwartz to have full play for his forceful acting and a 
supporting cast mmecludes Judith Abarbanell, Zvee Zvooler, Mark 
Schweid and R. Goldberg. Indistinct recording makes the Yiddish 
dialogue hard to understand at times, but the production and settings 
of a crowded workshop and the simple tenement homes of Uncle 
Moses’ employees are adequate. The film has English sub-titles. 


“YELLOW SANDS ”™—Regal Certificate) 

This successful play becomes a charming film in the hands of 
Herbert Brenon, the director, and a capable cast. The essentially 
clever story is replete wtih ingenious by-play and characterisations 
triumphantly British, enhanced by obviously authentic backgrounds 
ol a picturesque Devon village. 

The main narrative cenires around a little old lady who goes her 
own way about settling the romantic tangle of her nephew by an 
ingenious will that brings her plans to fruition long after she has 
died—a_ scene, incidentally, exquisitely memorable for its beauty. 
Dame Marie Tempest’s portrayal of the old lady stands out as a 
beautifully poised portrait, but the whole cast and technical staff 
can congratulate themselves on an achievement likely to enhance 


_ the prestige of this country in the film world. 


“THIS MAN IS NEWS ”—-Plaza (“ A™ Certificate) 

Here is a fast-moving newspaper story which is a perfect blend of 
comedy and melodrama, played with verve and conviction in a fast. 
reporting style that eliminates dull moments. Briefly, a newspaperman 
is sacked and telephones his editor a fictitious murder story only 
to find that it is true.

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THE WELL DIGGER 


BY AUNTIE 


«REAT excitement was caused the other 
day at a meeting of the British Associa- 
y tion in Cambridge by a new invention 
which it is claimed will revolutionise transport. 
| cannot go into its technicalities, but the result 
of the device, it is said, will be to do away 
with gears in mechanically driven vehicles, so 
that it will be possible to change very quickly 
and smoothly from a slow to a fast speed: 
The inventor has announced that the invention 
will be placed at the disposal of the whole 
transport industry and not merely sold to the 
highest bidder. He rightly feels that his 
discovery should be made available for the 
benefit of the public as a whole. This spirit 
was long ago exemplified by a character of 
whom the Talmud speaks. 


PuBLIC SPIRIT 


This was a man named Nechonia or 
Nechunya (to give an alternative pronuncia- 
tion) who was an expert well-digger. 1 need 
hardly tell you how important the digging of 
wells was in ancient Palestine before the days of 
modern water engineering. Nechonia would 
not keep the fruits of his labours for his own 
benefit, but he threw open his wells for the 
general public use, a fine act which earned for 
him widespread recognition. 
In 

One day, the Talmud relates, Nechonia’s 
daughter fell into one of her father’s wells. 
It was very deep, and it seemed as if she: was 
certain to perish as no means had yet been 
provided for drawing water from the well 
whereby she might have been rescued. The 
news of the accident was brought to 
the saintly Rabbi Chanina ben Dosa, 
about whom | wrote in one of my 
Chats a few months ago. There was 
no one to whom the people would rather go 
for sympathy in times of disaster. He 
reassured them. “She is safe,” he said, and 
they wondered how he could be so confident. 
After a time, the Rabbi repeated “ She ts safe.” 
And then, after another interval,.he declared, 
“She has come out.” 


A PROPHET? 


The crowd asked him how he knew. Was 
he a prophet? He replied in the Biblical 
phrase that he was “neither a prophet nor 
the son of a prophet,” but he was sure that the 
daughter of this righteous man would not be 
allowed to perish by the very means of her 
father’s occupation. As Dr. Biichler once 
wrote in narrating the story: “He must have 
often thought about the ways of God's 
providence, especially when sudden accidents 
offered perplexing riddles to his religious mind.” 
The people confirmed the truth of Chanina’s 
Statement, and the Talmud tells us that when 
they asked the girl how she was rescued all 
she could say was that she had had a vision 
of Abraham and Isaac with the ram of the 
sacrifice. The legend is very similar to many 
of the wondrous stories of the Bible. It seemed 
a miracle, as it indeed was. 

Divine JUSTICE 

There is something further narrated in the 
Talmud about Nechonia’s family. The son 
of this man, who devoted his life to providing 
the people with water, died of thirst. The 
Rabbi who mentions the fact quoted the verse 
from the Psalms, “And it shall be 
very tempestuous—‘IN0 about 
Him.” The Hebrew word "¥wW can also mean 
hair, and the Rabbi says that God is particular 

concerning those about Him even in matters as 
light as a single hair. He implies that Nechonia’s 
son met his death because he had been guilty 
of some offence improper in the descendant
